The men-cf 
four artillery batteries witnessad the 
workings of the guns, and were after- 
ward drilled at the twelve-inca rifles 
and the mortar batteries. The object 
of the trials was to test some new and 
improved powder recently perfecced by 
‘the California Powder Works at Santa 
Cruz. The trials were highly satis- 
factory, and prove that California can 
produce some of the highest-class ex- 
Plosives Known. 

The first test was made with a 1000- 
pound shell and a charge of 450 pounds 
of brown prismatic powder. The 


charge is supposed to be of 500 pounds. | 


The new powder gave a screen velocity 
of 2037 feet per second and a muzzle 
Velocity of 2055 feet, with a pressure 
of 37,350 pounds. Those figures show 
that with thirty-five pounds less 
powder than allowed, a velocity of

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—A special to the 
Chronicle from Washington, says: 

“To ~ Senator who called upon him 
to inquire about the war rumors in 
regard to Cuba, President Cleveland 
replied that the position of this gov- 
ernment was, as stated in the last an- 
nual message to Congress—one of tra- 
ditional sympathy with people strug- 
sling for autonomy and freedom; but, 
nevertheless, this governmeh} felt its 
pfain duty honestly to fulfill every in- 
ternational obligation. 

“The President further said .that 
every precaution had been taken that 
j if occasion should arise in Cuba, the 
United States could assert itself with 


force, but he did not think the oc- 
casion would arise. 

“Secretary Lamont expressed his in- 
dividual opinion that some authorita-

tified rumors of war.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—In answer 
to. inquiries as to the foundation of 
certain sensational stories in circula- 
tion recently as to trouble with Spain 
growing out of the Cuban situation, 
Secretary Lamont s2id today:

TALK WITH GEN. LEE.. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14-—Gen. Fitz- 
hugh Lee, Consul-General of the United 

States to Cuba; returned here this aft- 
ernoon’ from” Varginia, where ne has 
“visiting “Ais family. No time has 
been’ fixed for his return Havana, 
but i? is understood he nas p¢een asked 
to remain here probably a voupie of 
weeks longer, in order to hold himself 
in readiness to confer with tne lresi- 
dent and Secretary of State over tne 
Cuban situation, , 

Gen. Lee talked tonight: of the Span- 
ish-Cuban question, and, while not de- 
nying the possibility of war with Spain, 
expressed the opinion that tne repuris 
that open rupture was imminent and 
that consequent preparations tor 
trouble was being made Oy potn coun- 
tries might be greatly exaggerated. He 
said he had no knowledge ot immediate 
danger of hostiity, though orf Course 
there was great feeling along s )me 
Spaniards against this country, aS unrcy 
thought that without filibustering a.a 
and comfort from here, ‘the repeilion 
might easily be suppressed. He had 
no iniormation as to whether the ppaa- 
ish were prepared or preparing for war, 
He said: 

“I du not believe there has been any 
massing of armament in‘Cuda a 
view to possible trouble with the United 
States, mor that the construction of 
Spanish war vessels is to be attributed 
to any such contingency. The Spanish 
may be improving their derenses 
wherever possible, but it aoes not 
necessarily imply expettation or war. 
The United States is steadily strengtn- 
ening its fortifications and defense 
works, but it is an old maxim that says, 
‘In time of peace prepare for war.’ 

“About the war sentiment in Cuba? 
The Spanish officials said nothing to 
me that indicated an expectation of 
war. The only thing that could be con- 
strued to give that impression is the 
mounting of a battery of heavy sea- 
coast guns along the coast above Ha- 
vana. There are from twelve to fifteen. 
of these that extend perhaps a mile or 
a mile and a half north of the limits 
of the city proper. These point to sea 
and not toward the insurgents. In case 
of an attack it is possible these might 
be made to supplement the defense 
given by Moro Castle, Cabanas and 
Reina and other forts. 

“The Spanish authorities rather cen- 
sure the United States for not strictly 
enforcing the neutrality laws and many 
think that, as the sympathy of this 
country is more with the insurgents 
than, with the Spanish, our government 
does not want to take the proper pre- 
cautions to prevent expeditions leaving 
United States seaports and landing in 
Cuba. T toid the Spanish authorities 


was an immense extent of seacoast 
here, with innumerable’ inlets’ and 
places where the expeditions could be 
concentrated and embark. 

“From the trouble which they them- 
selves had to prevent the landing of 
such expeditions on the Cuban coast, 
notwithstandin~ their gunboats and 
other vessels were constantly patrolling 
the coast and on the lookout for fili- 
busters, some idea could be formed of 
the comparative ease with which the 
United States authorities could be 
evaded. With the comparatively small 
Cuban coast line, I know only of one 
expedition, that of the Three Frien4s, 
which has been captured by them. Yet 
this country has certainly prevented 
the starting of at least a half-dozen big 
expeditions for the island. 

“In view of this, an object lesson of 
the difficulty of putting a stop to fili- 
rbustering, I contend that the Spanish 
ought to be careful about censuring 
us.”

Weyler’s Latest Gag Law—The True 
Story of the Recent Fighting. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 14.—The 
Picayune has received the following 
from its staff correspondent: 

“HAVANA, Nov. 8.—The latest up- 
Plication of ‘gag law’ is the asecree 
of Capt.-Gen. Weyler, whereby all 
newsdealers are compelled to send on? 
copy of each and every newspaper they 
are going to sell, to be avprtoved or 
disapproved by the censor. In this 
manner all newspapers containing re- 
ports of war are quietly squ-' hed. 


There ts no ddubt the electiun of Mc- 


Kinley is a source of much worry to 
the Spanish government, fr it is gen- 
erally conceded the new President will 
do something ttoward recognizing the 
insurgents’ bellgerency. 

“In conversation with ofticers high 
in the,Spanish army and who are 
Close to the Madrid government, they 
have positively asserted tc me thai 
the home ‘office has assurance from 
their Minister in Washington that the 
Cleveland administration will not rec- 
ognize the Cubans under aay. circum-. 
stances. 

“At the time Congress passed the 
joint resolutions the Spanish’ Minister 
had a conversation with the State De- 
partment and it was assured by that 
department thatSho matter what Con- 
gress did, the government would under 
no circumstances recognize the bellig- 
erency of the Cuban insurgents. 

“From one of Gen. Weyler’s secreta- 
ries I was also informed that ,Gen. 
Weyler hus issued , instructions fo all 
the captains of cruisers that whenever 
an expedition is caught that court- 
martial is to be made on the spot and 
the execution to follow, in order to 
avoid international complications such 
aS the Competitor case, ; 

“In the trial of political prisone 
here there is no such thing as justice, 
for the judges have to give a verdict: 
against the prisoner or incur the en- 
mity of the captain-general. As-an in- 
stance, I will cite the case of Manual 
Viendi. Viendi was the attorney for 
Julio Sanguilly and Aguirre and man- 
aged to secure the release of Aguirre 
and the reversal of Sanguilly’s case in 
Spain. Well, a trumped-up charge of 
conspiracy was made against him and 
he today is on his way to the African 
islands, if he is not dead. 

“The judges are all, with one or two 
exceptions, Spaniards and men who 
have no knowledge or acquaintance in 
the city, and hence their interests cen- 
ter with the government, on which they 
are dependent for their living. Of bat- 
tles there have been many, in which 
much blood has been spilled, and they 
have been suppressed by the censor. 

“Gen. Echague met a terrible defeat, 
and he has been badly wounded. It is. 
feared he will. die. The. battle was 
fought at Guayabilos. The Spaniards 
left San Diego de los Banos some fif- 
teen hundred strong and with a sec- 
tion of battery. They met the insur- 
gents, who were notified, and the fight 
lasted all day. From the men who 
were in the engagement I learn the ar- 
tillery was without officers, and one 
entire company of Spaniards was al- 
most annihilated. The official report to 
the. captain-general reported there 
were only fifteen killed, but from one 
of the lieutenants who came to Ha- 
vana,.I am_ reliably informed the 
deaths were sixty-five and the wounded 
176. Among the wounded were Léeut.- 
Cols. Aragon, Roderiguez and Romero. 
It seems the insurgents had their dyna- 
mite gun in working order and much 
damage was done with it. . 

“By newspapers received from the 
United States I learn the Insurgents 


are reported to have been dislodged } 


from their positions. That is not true.

a small band, went to receive an expe- 
dition and the Spanish officials cabled 
that he had been dislodged. They will 
have a time in getting him out of the 
moutains, as Maximo Gomez, with. a 
strong force, is coming up from Casna- 
guey.

WILL STIR UP THE POPE. 

JACKSONVILLE (F!a.,) Nov. 14.—A 
special to the Citizen from Tampa gives 
an interview with a recent arrival from 
Cuba, a most trustworthy person, tell- 
ing of a mandate of “en.

He issued an order converting all of 
the public buildings of Havana into hos- 
pitals, including the Ursuline Convent. 
Bishop Saneandery Frutes, wnen  in- 
formed of the arder, endeavored to dis- 
suade Weyler, but he was answered 
very abruptly, the latter declining to 
rescind the order and threatening to 
imprison the bishop, even thougn tnere 
were suggestions of excommunication. 
After the bishop’s departure, nowever, 
Weyler became frightened and issued 
an order excepting the convent trom 
the provisions. The bishop was 


censed and left for Rome to lay his’ 


grievance before.the Pope, 

Should the Pope decide to take ex- 
ceptions to the action of Weyler, it may 
cause a serious turn of affairs in Spain. 
The Carlists, who are agitating a revo- 
lution, are the strongest supporters of 
the church, and it is said the Pope 
might very easily give them assistance 


and overthrow the power that Weyler 
represents.

mous territories, as being ‘‘necessary in 
order to forestall her rivals, who would 
close them to English commerce.” 
The remarks of the Secretary for 
War, the Marquis of Lansdowne, before 
a meeting of Conservatives at Bristol, 
have also attracted attention. He di- 
-jated upon the necessity of increasing 
the expenditures for the army, which, 
he asserted, must be put on the same 
level of efficiency as the navy. The 


"war Secretary also expressed the 


hope that, at the coming session of 
Parliament, the bill authorizing @ loan 
of £5,000,000 ($25,000,000) for military 
, is going to

THEATRICAL AND PERSONAL. 

LONDON, Nov. 14.—(By Atlantic 
Cable. Associated Press Copyright, 
1896.) The main attraction ‘of the week 
for “society’’ was.the hearing in the 
divorce division of the High Court of 
Justice, before Justice Sir Francis 
Henry Juene, Q. C., of the petition for 
a judicial separation of Mrs. Caroline 
Muriel Valentia le Champion, daughter 
of Capt. Cunliffe of Shropshire, from 
her husband, Loftus le Champion. The 
latter is a relative of the well-known 
sportsman, Sir Claude Champion de 
Crespigny, Bart., whose eldest son, 
Claude, a lieutenant in the Second Life 
Guards, was Le Champion's best man. 

It appears from the testimony pre- 
sented in court that the present cause 
of the rupture between Mr. and Mrs. 
Le Champion was the manner in which 
they conducted themselves toward each 
other. They have only begn eighteen 
months married, and are both but a lit- 
tle over 20 years of age. ‘The evidence 
further again lifts the veil from cer- 
tain features of social life in Great 
Britain and reveals the mode of life

The wife, it was shown, upon occa- 
casions came down to. dinner in red 
satin “knickers,” otherwise bloomers, 
and her husband’s smoking jacket, and 
frequently called her better half a 
“damned fool.’”’

WThe “crusade” of the world, inaug- 
urated by Mrs. Tingley and her’ six 
American disciples, is meeting with re 
markable success, according to reports. 
Nearly all the great cities of Europe 
have been visited and in each, it is 
said, a flourishing theosophical organi- 
zation has been left behind. There 
are now, it appears, societies in. Lon- 
don, Dublin, Liverpool, Edinburgh, 
Paris, Amsterdam, Stockholm, Vienna 
and Athens, besides numerous lesser 
cities, and in England, Scotland, Ire- 


land, Sweden, Holland, Germany and 
Greece there were enough societies to 
necessitate the formation of national 
factions. They attribute their success 
in Athens to the “practical identity of 
the teachings of theosophy with the 
philosophy of Plato and Pythagoras’ 
and also because the word “theoso-. 
phy” was borrowed from the Greek 
“‘theo-sophia,” meaning ‘divine wis- 
dom.” 

Before leaving Athens, the advices 
further state, Mrs. Tingley neard that 
500 exiled Armenians. were encamoe 
on the outskirts of the city.

HE WAS A FIERCE FIGHTER

Only Had Charge of the Irish Repub- 
lic for a Short Time Yet Brought 
Out Two Sensations.

British Spy Apparently a Cheerful

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Two edito- 
rials, as well as some small items, from 
the pen of Thomas Merick Jones ap- 
peared in the Irish Republic during the 
absence, while ill, of C. O. McLaugh- 
lin, the editor of that paper. One, 
headed “Unmasked,” denounced Joseph 
Chamberlain, the British Colonial Sec- 
retary, in unmeasured terms just aftef 
be had landed in New York on his re- 
cent visit here. It is said the result of 
this article was to have Chamberlain 
placed under the protection of detec- 
tives during his stay in America. 

he editorial which occasioned the 
greatest excitement among the Irish- 
men and denunciation by them gen- 
erally,. was published in the Irish 
Republic on September 13 last, a week 
after Dr. Thomas Gallagher, who was 
released from Portland prison, had ar- 
rived here. 

wones was one of the amnesty com- 

ttee which received Gallagher, and 
his denunciation of the doctor’s prison 
treatment was bitter in the extreme. 
In the next issue of the paper he ‘had 
published an editorial article headed 
“Strike Her to the Heart,’ which re- 
fers to England’s treatment of Gal- 
lagher, Whitehead and other political 
prisoners in English jails, and says: 
“What are we going to do with all this 
English barbarity? Gallagher and 
Whitehead, or Murphy, are American 
citizens. Will this government stand 
idly by. without a word of protest 
against this inhuman _ treatment? 
Surely not.” , 

In conclusion, the editorial says: “A 
still further duty rests upon Irish- 
men. They cannot afford to sit down 
and whine about their woes. Whining 
will neither release Dr. Gallagher from 
Dr. Wilson’s asylum in Amityville, nor 
avenge him and his fellow-sufferers. 
We must be up and doing and, driving 
the tears back to our hearts, set about 
teaching England a lesson she will 
ever remember. 

“No more mercy should be shown 
to England than to a wild beast, and 
for every eye we should have an eye 
and for every tooth a tooth. 

“This is the day of vengeance.

and sulphate of soda, equaling 250,905,- 
600,000 cubic feet. Of this, one-eighth, 
or 31,363,200,000 cubic feet, is sulphate of

JUST THINK OF FOUR YEARS

He Remarks Feelingly on the Fact 
That the American People Have 
Observed His Physical Endur- 
ance—And Then His Voice Fails.

LINCOLN (Neb.,) Nov. 14.—William 
Jennings Bryan delivered two speeches 
in Lineoln this afternoon and evening, 
which had been previously announced 
as the opening guns of the political 
campaign. 

Bryan this afternoon talked to an 
audience at the Funke Theater com- 
ae of 1350 ladies of the Mary Bryan 

ub. 


Mr, and Mrs. Bryan reached the the- 
ater shortly before 3 o’clock, in the car- 
riage of a friend, and were escorted to 
the place of honor upon the stage. 
President Mrs. William Morning of the 
Mary Bryan Club introduced the de- 
feated candidate. The pronunciation of 
the ex-candidate’s name was the sig- 
nal for continued applause from a 
forest of gloved hands. 

Bryan smilingly acknowledged the 
ovation, and when quiet was restored, 
said: ‘‘Mistress Chairman and ladies— 
Allow me to thank you in behalf of my- 
self and wife for the interest you have 
taken in the recent campaign and still 
further for the kind reception tendered 
us upon our return from Washington. 

Bryan explained that the audience 
was perforce limited to actual mem- 
bers of the Mary Bryan Club because 
of the seating capacity. He was per- 

y glad to talk to believers in the 
gold standard, and had frequently had 
to disagree politically with his oldest 
and best friends. He believed now as 
always, thait every man, woman and 
child has the inherent right of free po- 
litical belief and had no ill-will toward 
any one who differed from him. 

“We imitate what we admire,” said 
the speaker; ‘‘the child’s life tells what 
the man will be. I am! glad to see the 
wives and mothers at last deeply and 
fully interested in the great political 
issues of the day, and if there igs one 
motto I should wish to impress upon 
their minds and to have them carry 
away in their hearts to their homes, 
that motto is this; That a govern- 
ment like ours, deriving its powers 
through and by the people, should be 
founded upon this one principle, equal 
rights to all and special privileges to 
none. The common people—the masses 
—those who are sometimes slightingly 
alluded to as the riff-raff (laughter) are 
the very people who fail to benefit by 
special legislation. 

“We do not mean to say that perfect 
equality can ever exist almong the 
people—for that, my friends, depends 
largely upon character, energy, fru- 
gality and those distinguishing traits 
in human beings which tend by natural 
agencies to raise one man above the 
head of another. But what I do mean 
is this, that the common people, every 
man of them, shall enjoy the same legal 
privileges as those of greater financial. 
powers. That is why we enjoy our form 
of government; because there is justice 
to be had as between man and man, 
when the right lawmakers are elected 
'to represent the interests of the pecple. 

“Now, in this last campaign, I ad- 
vocated the restoration of bimetallism, 
Doubtless, I read more works against 
free silver than any speaker who op- 
posed me on the stump. When I see 
the great money classes combine to- 
gether to make money dearer, I know 
it is because they mean to profit by it 


j and- not because they love the people. 
‘aré the 


And when I find that these 
ones who desire to continue the same 
system under which we have. fallen 


upon these hard times, I want to do 


all in my power to frustrate their de- 
signs. 

“Even my enemies have conceded my 
physical endurance; and yet, I want to 
say that my efforts were meager com- 
pared with those of the people—the 
common people of this country. If ex- 
perience teaches us that our op- 
ponents are right, we shall be able to 
enjoy and acquiesce in their victory 
and its fruits. If, on the contrary, they 
fail and we are left to prove them in 
the wrong, we shall at last convince 
them that our principle was the right 
one and shall ask them to join us 
honestly. 

“In conclusion, allow me to thank 
you most heartily for the courtesy ex- 
tended to my wife and myself. I will 
be forever one of the brightest mem- 
ories of our lives. And I would add 
that I earnestly hope that these ladies 
who are interested in questions of 
governent, and worked so faithfully 
throughout this campaign, will not 
now drop their studies, but will con- 
tinue to gain an insight into practical 
politics, which will prove of inestima- 
ble value in the training of on-coming 
generations of voters.” 

The closing sentences of Bryan's 
speech were well-nigh tile, his 
voice failing him utterly at times. In 
connection he said laughingly that he, 
was glad that it had not given out 
during the campaign.

THE GERMAN REICHSTAG’S PRESI.- 
DENT SITS DOWN ON WILLIAM. 


No Enthusiasm Shown at the Pros- 
pect of the \Humdram Work 
Ahead—Only One Exciting Meas- 
ure and That the Military Bill. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 

BERLIN, Nov. 14.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Cobyright, 1896.) 
The Reichstag met on Tuesday, after a 
recess of nearly four months. The re- 
assembling of the House was a very 
quiet affair, the attendance was thin, 
there was no enthusiasm and even the 
customary call for cheers for the Em- 
perorwasomitted by the President. The 
immediate work before the Reichstag is 
of a humdrum character, except the 
bill providing for reform in military 
procedure which will cause sharp de- 
bates, as the Radicals and ‘Socialists 
have collected a mass of evidence 
showing that the projected reform is 
only a half-hearted measure, and ought 
to be more thorough and liberal. 

The bills to increase the navy, and 
for re-arming. the artillery may also 
lead to lively scenes, and there are un- 
mistakable indications that the Cen- 
trists who furnished the government 
its necessary majority last winter and 
spring will not be so docile this season. 
They claim the government has not 
kept its promises made to them a year 
ago, and the tone of the Centrist press 
is again almost hostile to the govern- 
ment, so much so that the editor of the 
Centrist Tageblatt of Treves has been 
arrested for lese majeste and the paper 
has been seized. 

On the other hand, a union of all the 
Radical and Liberal factions, including 
the Socialist wing, for parliamentary 
purposes is being attempted. Prof. 
Hidde of Munich is now making a tour 
of Germany with this object, and meet- 
ings with Herren Richter, Kampurger, 
Sonnemann, Singer and Rickert have 
occurred, 

The interpellations of the government 
on Monday next are expected to create 


much excitement in the Reicnstag. The 
Centrists’ 
marck, headed by Her Lieber, will be 
fierce, and the Radical interpellation on 
duelling and the Bruezwitz affair will 
also stir up considerable feeling, as 
militarism in high circles and undue 
military prerogatives will be fully ven- 
tilated, Herren’ Richter, Bebel and 
Singer intend to speak, and Prince Ho- 
henlohe, the Imperial Chancellor, 1s ex- 
pected back from his estate in Posen in 
order to reply.

Germany’s position in regard to the 
Turkish question, and as to wnether 
she is in accord with the otner powers,

TROOPS TURN 


EMERGENCY CALL ISSUED FROM 
DIVISION HEADQUARTERS. 


Seventh Regiment Armory Presents 
a Busy Scene—An Excellent Mus- 
ter of Boys in Bige. 


THE FIRST EVENT OF ITS KIND. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA EVIDENTLY 
ENJOYS THE NOVELTY. 


Gen. Last and Staff also Go into 
Camp—A Day of Hard Drilling. 
Bivouaes for Outside 
Companies, 


With the blare of bugles, the throb 
of drums and the clatter and jingle 
of accoutrements, the soldiers of the 
National Guard of Southern California 
yesterday marched from their armo- 
ries, equipped for immediate active 
service in the field. 

It was in obedience to the “emerg- 
eney call’ issued by Maj.-Gen. M. T. 
James, ‘with the Object of finding out 
the equipment of the citizen soldiers, 
and the quantity of discipline pre- 
served. The call was general all over 
the State, but in the north the men 

- merely mustered in full marching or- 
der, answered the roll-call and went 
through a stiff drill. 

By request of Brig.-Gen. C. F. A. Last 
of the First Brigade in the south, the 
order was sent from division headquar- 
ters for the men to report for duty 
in heavy mardhing order, and to go 
into bivouac for a night and a day. 
This extra test was given the south- 

ern soldiers that it might be ascer- 
tained just what was lacking in their 
somewhat defective field and camp 
equipment. 

As this was ithe first emergency call 
ever issued to the National Guard of 
California the boys in blue rose to tihe 
occasion, and deserted all ordinary oc- 
eupations for the rifle and haversack. 

The Seventh Regiment Armory was 
buzzing like a hive of bees for the two 
hours that intervened between the first 
assembly call and the final order to 
march. The orders to the city com- 
panies designated Richard Garvey’s 
ranch as the place for the bivouac of 
Los Angeles troops. This ranch is 
seven and a half miles from the city 
limits; one mile south and ‘half a mile 
wast of the Sisters’ School at Ramona. 
In order to get well imto camp before 
dark it was necessary to hustle, and 
the boys obeyed the necessity by work- 
ing like beavers. 

Gen. Last and his staff remained in 
dignifi seclusién in a small room 
opening from the main hall, while Col. 
John R. Berry, commander of ,the Sev- 
enth Regiment, was stationed in an- 
other room with. his officers around 
him, issuing hasty orders and receiv- 
ing bulletins of the progress made by 
out-of-town conipanies in getting ready 
for the march. Outside, the building 
Wwas running over. with merry, active 
young fellows in uniforms, more or less 
shabby and serviceable. Some were 
dressing in the ‘‘lockers’” up stairs; 
others hunting wildly around for guns, 
blankets and tin cups, and still others 
superintending the packig of the wag- 


ons with, provisions, cooking utensils, 


tents and poles.” 

There was no time to burn, as Gen, 
Irast had not received order from 
Gen. James until 10:40 a.m., and iad 
ot issued his own orders to the regi- 
mental officers until 12:30 p.in. These 
yrders had been sent about with mar- 
velous quickness, and by 2 o’clock, men 
were pouring into the armory, ready to 
report for duty. 

Col. Berry sat with the orders from 
division headquarters at his elbow, 
and from these it was learned that 
“Gen. Last had been ordered to assem- 
ble his brigade, consisting of Cavalry 
Trvop D, the Signal Corps, and the 
Lweive companies of the Seventh Regi- 
ment. 

The cavalry troop, the Signal Corps 
und Cos. A, C and F df Los Angeles 
were then mustering at the regimental 
headquarters, and telegrams were ar 
riving, one after another, which 
thowed prompt obedience on the part of 
those companies in outside towns. 

Orders had been telegraphel to the 
rompany commanders to report by tel- 
pgraph to regimental headquarters 
when their companies were ready to 
march. These orders: had been sent 
out at 12:30, and, at 1:30, Capt. agg 
of Co. B, San Diego, reported that he 
was ready to march out with three 
pfficers, five sergeants, six corporals, 
and thirty-four privates. Capt. Drown 
of Co. H, Ventura, was not far behind, 
for he marched at 2:40 with three offi- 
cers, three sergeants, four corpvrals 
and thirty-eight privates. Others fell 
in line with remarkable quickness, and 
the smile on Col, Berry’s face grew 
wteadily broader as the little yellow 
messager poured in, showing full mus- 
ters and soldierly quickness of action. 
Promptly at 3:30 four bugles rang 
but the assembly call from the upper 
sorridor and the boys of Co, re- 
sponding with an ear-splitting whoop 
to the sergeant’s call of “Fall in, Co. 
‘’ went rushing upstairs to answer 
to the roll-call. | 

This took place in the loeker of 
the company, and the boys stood and 
rvinned benignly as they answered to 
their names. This ordeal over, they 
marched down in double file, looking 
brisk and business-like in their uni- 
forms and well-worn slouch hats. All 
tarried the gray canvas-covered> can- 
teen and haversack, with bright tin 
tups hanging from the latter and 
tinkling like cow-bells as they ewung 
about. A thick roll of army blankets 
vas slung over each man’s shouder,. 
ind a long brown rifle completed his 
butfit, threatening destruction to every 

~yalf or sheep’ that should dare to im-- 
ede his march through the valley of 
an Gabriel. 

It was a goodly muster for fifty-four 
en gathered around Capt. Teale, 
aving only two of the company un- 
tccounted for at roll-call. The other 

_tom turned out well, but Co. 
{! was entitled to the banner, both for 
humbers and completeness of outfit. 

Downstairs, che band was tuning its 
ipes preparatory to. escorting the 
roops out to the city limits. This 
was the first taste of actual military 
ahi for the Seventh Regiment 

and, but it rose to the occasion in 
patent style, and gave out its most 
nspiring toots. 

Co, was next assembled,- and 
thowed a muster-roll of twenty men, 
led by Capt. Schreiber: While these 
were marching out, .there came 
ttentorian cry of “Fall in, Co. F,” and 
the integral parts of that squad obeyed 
by falling upstairs with considerable 
telerity, to be counted and marched 
flown again in regular order, with belts 
Spee and tin cups clinking. Capt. 

eynolds made a showing of fifty men 
‘when he drew the company up in line 
fo,await the order to march. 

Out in the street all was bustle and 
activity. The four wagon were packed 
and ready to start. The cavalry troop 
was drawn up in one port of the street 
and ,the Signal Corps in another, the 
restless horses eager:-for the signal to 
move.

The Republican City Central Com- 
a has issued the following circu- 


“To the voters of the city of Los 
Angeles: The Republican party have 
put in nomination a full city ticket, 
composed of well-known reliable citi- 
zens, to be voted for at the election 
to be held December 7.

“We, the City Central Committee, 
representing the Republican party. do 
hereby reaffirm the principles as laid 
down in the platform of the ownership 
by the city of its own water sys- 
tem, and also advocate, when once 
the city is in possession of its own 
water system, that the wat e@ sup- 
plied to the citizens of duis oh en- 
tirely free of any water rates, or 
charges. 

“We not only advocate this in this 
circular at this time, but pledye our- 
selves as representatives of the Re- 
publican party, to do all in our power 
to bring about a consummation of this 
result, for we are unable to see why 
the people of this city should not be 
supplied with water under a system 
similar to the arrangements govern- 
ing the sewer system of- the city.

to that much, along with the other 
general taxes of the city fovernment, 
and give the benefit to the consumer. 

“As to the handling of the water 
and waterworks by the city, after 
they become possessed of the same, w> 
already have in the employ of the city 
Plenty of clerks in the various d>2- 
partments of the city government, who 
can do all the clerical work necessary 
to take care of the plant, without any 
additional cost to the taxpayer. 

‘The matter of repairs to the sys- 
tem, when needed, can be placed in 
charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets, where the present force is 
abundant to take care of it, and the 
clerical work can be put in th: City 
Clerk’s office, where, already, enouzh 
help is employed to do all the work 
necessary. The expense of handling 
this water plant to the city would be 
a very nominal affair, and as to the 
renairs necessary to be enade, or the 
relaying of any pipe that is worn out, 
or any other.expenses that are abso- 
lutely necessary to be made, they 
could he paid in the shape of a yren- 
eral tax, the same as other taxes are 
paid. 

“We believe that this idea will be 
along the lines of a better city govern- 
ment, the practice of economy to the 
taxpayers of the city, and will be 
universally indorsed and approved by 
all well-thinking men in this locality.

Coast Division Line of the Southern 
Pacific Stands a Fair Chance of 

_ Completion—Bonds Must Be sold 
to Raise Money. 


| 
Nov. 14.—The roads of 
the Westérn Passenger Association 
have, for some time, been considering 
the advisability of placing on the mar- 
‘Ket a 6000-mile interchangeable ticket, 
and at the last meeting of the asso- 
ciation, the matter was aiscussed in a 
very thorough manner. To meet some 
of the objections that were urged 
against the ticket. it Was suggested 
that the sale of the tickets be placed 


entirely in the hands of the chair- 


man of the association, each road to be 
paid for whatever portions of the ticket 
it might turn in. After a long discus- 
sion it. was’ decided that it would be 
the better policy to defer action until 
after the meeting of the eastern lines, 
which has been ca!led to meet in this 
city on Thursday of next week, for the 
purpose of considering the interchange- 
able-ticket plan suggested by General 
Passenger Agent Ford of the Pennsyl- 
vania lines. If no action is taken by 
the eastern lines, the western roads 
will take up the matter themselves. 
It is said that in addition to the 
trial of ex-President Reinhart and 
ex-Traffic Manager Hanley of the 
Atchison road, which is set for the 
coming session of the Federal Court 
in this city, there will be no other ac- 
tion taken by the Federal grand jury 
that will be of interest to railroad men. 
It is atleged that there will be, on the 


part of the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission, an investigation into the re- 
lations of the road with the alleged 
beef trust and some interesting pro- 
ceedings are looked for. The story is 
not confirmed at the office of the Fed- 
eral District Attorney, but the rumor 
is very lively among the roads, and 
they are looking for something to 


drop.

COAST DIVISION LINE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov: 14.—The 
people of Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Ubispo counities, who for a year past 
have been impatient over the delay of 
the Southern Pacific Company in com- 
pleting its coast division line via the 
town of San Luis Obispo to Santa 
Barbana, will be interes‘ed in a staite- 
ment made by C. F. Crocker yesterday 
afternoon to the effect that the com- 
pany hoped to sell bonds of the road 
for the purpose of rais:ng money to com- 
plete the work. This road runs from this 


ville and San Luis Obispo to the south 
bank of the Santa Ynez River. From 
Sartta Barbara it runs west a distance 
of fourteen miles to Elwood. Between 
Elwood and the Santta Ynez River there 
is a gap of about fifty-five miles. The 
surveys for this praposed piece of road 
are all completed and the contracts for 
its construction let. Contrary to- the 
wishes of a good many people the pro- 
posed road will not go through the 
town of Lompoc... The latiter is 
YhHes inland, and the road will run 
south from the Santa Ynez River close 
to the shore of the ocean. 

Mr. Crocker said yesterday: “I think 
the company will soon be able to sell 
fonds at figures to secure sufficient 
money to build the road between the 
Sarta Ynez River and Elwood. It is 
our desire to have this work completed 
as soon as poss'ble.

MARY L. BARCLAY FALLS FROM A 
CARRIAGE IN A FIT. 


Her Head Crushed Between the 
Wheel and Shaft—Body Discov- 
ered in the Morning by a Woman 
Who Carries the Mail. 


Mary Leonore Barclay, a young woman 20 
years of age, met death in a most peculiar 
mannér while returning from a party early 
yesterday morning. 

The young woman lived in Monte Vista, 
situated in the mountains several miles north 
from Roscoe. Friday night she went to. Bur- 
bank to attend a party. She drove alone in 
@ carriage. After spending the evening at the 
gathering, she started for home about 5 
o’clock yesterday morning. Accompanying 
her was a young woman who. lives about seven 
miles from Burbank. When the home of the 
young woman was reached, Miss Barclay 
stopped and, after talking for a short time, bade 
her good night and started for’ home alone. 
That was the last ever seen of her alive. 
About 8:20 o’clock yesterday morning Miss 
Phillips, the mailearrier for the surrounding 


Monte Vista and Roscoe, saw a carriage stand- 
ing in the middle of the road, midway be- 
tween Roscoe and Monte Vista. On approach- 


ing nearer she was horrified to see a woman’s 


head wedged in between the shaft and one of 
the wheels of the. carriage. The mailcarrier 
alighted, and making an investigation found 
that the woman was Miss Barclay of Monte 
Vista. She was dead, death having been 


Miss Phillips extricated the body, and plac- 
ing it in the dead woman’s carriage started 
for Monte Vista. 


Barclays and notified them of what had 
occurred, . 

Word was immediately sent to Coroner 
Campbell, and he started for Monte Vista 


Bresee of the understaking firm of Kregelo

‘. . . And thy gentleness hath made me 
great.’’—II Samuel, xxii, 36. 

Who does not wish to be great? You 
do, and I do. But greatness is a rela- 
tive quality. Its standard of measure- 
ment is a variable quality. 

What you call greatness, I may call 
littleness. What you call littleness, I 
may call greatness. And so men differ, 
and differing, move through life on 
opposite lines of action. 

In the conscious, abiding presence of 
Almighty God, the psalmist of old rec- 
ognized the source and ground of his 
own greatness when he said: ‘““‘Thy gen- 
tleness hath made me great.” 

Says an able preacher: “These word's 


gather up into their brief utterance all 


the song of this great king David when 
he recounted his greatness, and reveal, 
at once, the secret of his greatness and 
the heart of his song. David knew 
God, as few human souls have done. 
He knew him as the creator and the 
judge. But when he comes to consider 
his own life, it is to the gentleness of 
God that. he turns, All the lights and 
shadows and depths and hights of this 
manifold life had this for its source, 
and only this—the gentleness of God.” 

So, today, it is the source of alk true 
moral and spiritual worth in man, In 
the wide sweep of that kingdom of 
‘grace of which the Christ of David’s 
prophetic songs is the head, and hav- 
ing the whole human race as the field 
of its operations—in this kingdom of 
grace is the gentleness of God ever 
manifested to the world. 

Just and executing righteous judg- 
ment, yet all-merciful, forbearing, for- 
giving and gentle in his dealings with 
the children of men. ‘‘God so loved the 
world that he gave his only begotten 
son, to the end that all that believe in 
him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” 

Think of that manifestation of 
abounding love—the dying Christ on 
the cross of Calvary! ‘Stand, in imag- 
ination; at the foot of the cross, and 
the gentleness of God will steal into 
the deeps of the heart, transforming

We make 
a great mistake when we imagine that 
gentleness is a sort of unmanly soft- 
ness and that hardnes and bluster are 
manly virtues. Gentleness is a mightier 
force than the most heroic fierceness 
and bluster.

Day by day the sun drinks up the 
waters from sea and gulf and lake and 
river. As an invisible stream, these wa- 
ters pass into the atmosphere and are 
condensed into clouds, This we call 
the agency, or precess, of evaporation 
and condensation. The clouds are the 
great aerial reservoirs from which the 
earth is watered and refreshed. The 
annual evaporation in temperate cli- 
mates of 37 inches thick; in the tropics 
it is equal to a layer of water vary- 
Ang from 80 to 100 inches thick. What 
a mighty bulk of water thus gently 
invisibly lifted up into the atmosphere 
around us—constituting the ‘“‘waters 
above the firmament.”’ 

And then, there is that other power of 
the Lord that keeps the rolling spheres 
from rushing headlong into their com- 
mon destruction, and holds you and me 
and all terrestial objects fast to this 
little revolving world of ours—the mys- 
terious power of gravity, or gravitation. 

Gently, noiselessly, invisibly, these 
mighty forces. work. You see not, nor 
hear. But all through the ages these 
powers oft he Lord fulfill the Al- 
mighty’s purpose and will, and “praise 
him and magnify him forever.’’ 

“Truly, the gentler ,invisible forces 
of nature ace the mightier, more 
beneficent and enduring! And is it not 
so, also, in the moral and spiritual 
world? Is it not so in all that pertains 
to our human life and experience? 

We have within us powers and prin- 
ciples and forces and graces, the one 
opposed to the other. Principles and 
forces, radical and conservative, helpful 
and destructive, sweet and gentle, or 
hard and fierce. 

The sweet and gentle are ever the 
mightier. 

Times there’ are, indeed, when the 
harder and fiercer forces of human na- 
ture are seemingly of necessity called 
into play. Times, for instance, when 
questions touching the principles. of 
civil government and social order lead 
up to the dread conflict of arms. And 
it is here and then that worldy great- 
ness is mainly achieved. But there 
comes to me the thought, in connection 
with our text, that it is not valor, or 
martial heroism, or successful general- 
ship, or able statesmanship, that makes 
the truly great man. 

Many the names, indeed, that shall 
go down in the nation’s history around 
which the garlands of fame shall never 
wither. 

The martyred President—the Lincoln 
of world-wide fame—wherein the true 
characteristic of his greatness? Not in 
his eloquence, not in his powers of de- 
bate, not in some glittering flash of 
able statesmanship, but in the gentle- 
ness, the kindliness, the child-like sim- 
plicity with which he bore the fearful 
burden of the nation’s cares and re- 
sponsibilities. Therein lay his true 
greatness. “Thy gentleness hath made 
me great.” } 

What of Gen. Grant? Men measure 
his greatness by his martial achieve- 
ments and the repeated occupancy of 
the Presidential chair. A man of 
strong, tenacious will and purpose, de- 
termined to fight it out on a proposed 
line, it was simply given him to bring 
to successful issue a long and fearful 
contest. ; 

The world claims him‘as one of her 
martial heroes,;and crowns him great 
with the laurel wreath of victory—and 
the world does well! But if we are to 
credit, as well we may, the words of 
those who knew him best during his 
last days of suffering, then we will not

And, then, what of the rank and file? 
Gentleness, at heart, will ever charac-

We remember, when the rugged side 
of South Mountain was scaled, the 
battle over, and the night falling in 
upon us, how,. coming in from the 
skirmish line, we found ourselves in a 
deep, dark ravine into which the light 
of the rising moon could scarce find 
its way. 

The wounded and dying were on ev- 
ery hand. In our path lay a wounded 
soldier in sore need of the surgeon’s 
care. His suit of gray betokened him 
a foeman. A rebel, let him die! But 
no! Somewhere, perchance, a mother’s 
prayers were even then being offered 
for the safety of her boy. ; 

Tenderly, gently, he was placed upon 
a rude, haStily-constructed litter, and 
carried to the surgeon’s field quarters 
for relief. An act inspired by the gen- 
tleness of God. 

Ahd so this leads to the thought that: 
our whole life involves a fearful con- 
flict between the higher and lower im- 
pulses and forces of our nature. We 
are reminded that the individual who 
can control and hold in check the har h, 
rude, and unlovely impulses of his 
heart, and manifest the sweet gentle- 
ness of Christ is greater than he who 
taketh a city by storm. aos 

In respect of God’s dealings with you 
and me, and of our dealings one with 
the other, gentleness is akin to mercy. 
And the quality of gentleness, like that 
of mercy, 

Is not strain’d; 
It droppeth as the gentle rain from heaven

HELPFUL HINTS. 


Suggestions That is Well to Paste in 
the Family Recipe Book. 

Remove grease spots from a carpet as 
soon as possible. before they have time 
to sink into the fabric. One of the sim- 
plest and most effectual ways of re- 
moving them is this: Take equal pro- 
portions of lump magnesia and fuller’s 
earth, pound and mix well together, 
and make into a paste with a little boil- 
ing water. Spread this paste while 
stil fot wpon the grease marks, and 
leave it until dry. Then brush it off,

and you will find the carpet quite free 


from:-stains, the grease having been ab- 
sorbed by the paste. 

If soot is spilled on the carpet, it 

should never be wiped up with a cloth, 
for it is sure to smear over the carpet 
and make an ugly mark difficult to re- 
move. Scatter salt thickly over the 
place and sweep it and tne soot to- 
gether. By so doing the latter will come 
up without leaving any mark. 
* Fuller’s earth if properly applied will 
remove the most obdurate grease spets 
from the daintiest fabric. Put a layer 
of the powder on a bit of ciean cloth. 
Upon this place the spotted part of the 
garment, then another layer of the 
powder. Over this place a piece of pa- 
‘per (straw paper is the best) and on it 
put a warm flatiron and allow it to re- 
main until quite cold. 

Brooms last for a much longer time 
if they aré kept hanging up when not 
in use than if they are allowed to rest 
on the floor. Simply make a hole 
through pthe handle, insert a piece of 
string and suspend the brvom from a 

nail in the wall. After being used, it 
is a good plan to dip it in hut soapsuds, 
thoroughly shake it, and then hang it 
up to dry until wanted again. 

Gilt picture frames when dull and tar- 


nished should be washed over with | 


rainwater. to which a little flower of 
sulphur has been added. 

The stones of a yard and doorsteps 
frequently have a greenish look which 
is very unsightly. In order to remove 
dhis, wash the stones with the follow- 
ing preparation: Half a pound of soda 
and a quarter of a pound of chloride of 
lime in a quart of boiling water. The 
greenness will steadily disappear. 

To preserve eggs take one pound of 
fresh unslacked lime, one pound of 
coarse rock salt. and three gallons of 
hot water. Fill the vessels in which 


the eggs are to be stored. and stir the - 


liquid dailv for a fortnight. If this 
not done, the heat caused by the ~ 
ing of the lime will harden the ‘yolks of 
the eggs. When properly prepared 
there should be a thin crust on the top 
of the lime. Put the eggs into the fars 
as nearly new laid as possible. When 
full, tle the jars over with bladder, and 
the eggs will keep perfectly. 

Many plans have been tried for the 
safe carriage of perishable g00ds over 
long distances. One of the most recent 
is the use of plaster of paris in the 
packing of butter. The butter is put in 
boxes made of glass with eummed pa- 
per over the edges. The whole ts then 
surrounded with a laver of Diaster of 
paris one-quarter of an inch thick.

The results of Prof. Liversidge’s re- 
searches are little less than astounding. 
Where no previous investigator has 
been able to find more than a minute 
trace which, if represented in figures, 
would not perhaps amount to a tenth 
ofagrain per ton of sea water, this 
Australian professor has firmly demon- 
strated that all sea water contains 
more than half a grain, and that much 


** of it contains more than a full grain. 


Of course this amount is still very 
minute, for a grain of gold dissolved so 
as to remain in solution in water wil) 
not, when precipitated, show more 
than a thin film, like a trace of oil, on 
the top of the water. Nevertheless 
when even this small quantity is con- 
sidered in relation to the enormous 
volume of water in the sea, the total 
amount of gold which the ocean con- 


off by evaporation. 
. In the process of heating a film of 


lustrous iron oxide was formed on the 


sides of the vessel, and when this had 
attained its maximum thickness. the 
water was entirely poured off and this 
film treated with chlorine, the resulting 
solution then evaporated, and further 
treated with diluted hydrochloric acid. 
This liquid was then poured into test 
tubes containing a solution of stannous 
chloride. After standing still for a few 
minutes gold would then show in a thin 
bluish or purplish tint on the surface 
of the solution. Allowed to remain for 
some little time, a gray precipitate was 
formed, which, when dried, scorified 
and cuppled, yielded a minute bead of 
gold. 

In order to check this process and 
also to determine whether all the ld 
contained in the sea water naturdlly 
had thereby been extracted, Prof. Liv- 
ersidge made up an artificial solution 
containing small quantities of gold and 


idea was to arrange these plates in 
large sheets and subject them to an 
electrical current of low voltage, the 
plates, meanwhile, being trailed from. 
the rear of a vessel slowly traversing 
the ocean. When they were suf- 
ficiently coated with the deposit of 
gold they were to be hauled out ane 
scraped and then thrust back, the 
scrapings meanwhile being melted up 
into ingots. 

Beside the professor’s estimates of 
the probable yield of his “mine,” Col. 
Seller’s millions were mild. He fore- 
saw such a flood of yellow metal as 
would make it a puzzle how to get the 
gold into property before its value 
would fall to nothing. He had con- 
sidered every detail of the case and 
carefully matured his plans.

“Tf there is sufficient gold in the sea 
water, a current of low voltage passed 
through the water will cause a deposi- 
tion of the gold. This is equally true 
as regards silver. The current will at- 
tack gold and. silver before any other 
substances. It is simply a process of 
selective electrolysis. It remains to be 
determined whether so small a quantity 
as a grain or a half a grain could be 
precipitated. 

“But it does not sem to me that it 
would be necessary to go to the ex- 
pense of equipping a ship, or to drag 
your plates through the water.

LINCOLN’S DEATH. 


HOW JEFFERSON DAVIS RECEIVED 
| THE NEWS. 


Account by One Who Was Present 
When Gen, J. E. Johnston’s Mes- 
sage to the President of the 
Confederacy Was Received. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 


About April 18, 1865, I was sent, un- 
der a flag of truce, to Charlotte, N. C. 
Entering the town with E. M. Clark, a 
member of my company as an escort, 
we were conducted to headquarters, a 
largé upper room, evidenty a 
schoolroom, where the guard pointed 
oue Gen. Echols, a portly, fine- 
looking man, commander of the post. 
Removing my hat, I advanced to where 
Gen. Echols sat at one end of a long 
table, and laid my dispatches: on the 
table. 


“Gen. Echols, I presume. These dis- 
patches are from Gen. Gillam: Shall I 
wait for an anSwer?” 


“Please be geated,” was all the gen- 
eral said. 

Glaneing around the room, I saw six- 
teen or eighteen gentlemen, all, with 
one or two exceptions, in military unt- 
P form, Col. Cal Morgan, who had been 
our prisoner a few months before, came 
to where I was sitting and, shaking 
hands, said, “I believe you apd I are 
not altogether strangers.”’ 

While we chatted, a gentleman in a 
civilian Melton gray suit, turned to ad- 
dress Gen, Echols. The cold stare of 
a glass eye caught my attention, and 
the features were not unfamiliar. 

: “Oh! Jeff. Davis, and you / here, 

pressed to the wall,” was my first 
thought. I saw, however, a much 
pleasanter-faced man than our North- 
ern papers had pictured. A soul’ of 
kindly impulses beamed from every 
feature. 

A dispatch was handed to Gen. 
Echols, who read and reread it, with an 
anxious, earnest look upon his face. 
. Half rising, he passed the paper to Mr. 
Davis. Gen. Echols sat at one end of 
the table, with two gentlemen between 
him and Davis. Mr. Davis read it 
slowly and, handing it back, remarked: 
“Well, we have lost a generous enemy.”’ 
I paid little attention to what Mr. 
Davis said, supposing one of our 
Northern generals had been killed or 
died. The dispatch went the rounds of 
all, finishing in Col. Morgan’s hands, 
who asked Gen. Echols, if consistent, 
to allow me to read it. 

“Oh, yes, give it to him,” he said, 
when I read: 

“GREENSBORO (N. C.,) April —. 

“Lincoln was assassinated the night 
of the 14th in Ford’s Theater. Seward 
was assassinated about the same time 
in his own house. Grant has marched 
his army back to Washington to declare 
himself military dictator. 

(Signed) “J. BE. JOHNSTON.” - 

I cannot recall the exact date of the 
, dispatch. But dt mecessarily traveled 
slowly, as we had cut all the telegraph 
wires, burnt bridges, torn up railroads 
and impeded travel all we could. 

In laying down the dispatch in front 
of Gen. Echols, I remarked casually, 
“Pretty good pill, general, but too 
thickly coated.”” I presumed it was a 
doctored dispatch intended to encour-

| the room, and several others followed.

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THROUGH SOUTH AFRICA, 


S0LD IN THE RAND—MISMANAGE- 
MENT AT THE MINES. 


Fature Prospects—The Dawn of a 


‘New: Health of the 
Country—Unbroken Ground—Rin- 
derpest, Locusts and the Labor 
Question, 
orrespondence of The Times by National 
Press Agency’s Special Commissioner.)

JOHANNESBURG, Oct. 5, 18%.—I 
have referred in one of my letters to 
the gold industry and its probable fu- 


_ ture development in ithe Transvaal. The 


importance of the matter as bearing on 
dhe trade and commerce of the world 


- Cannot overestimated. But it has an. 
especial interest for those who during | 


recent years have supplied the £250,- 
000,000, more or Jess, which have been 
sunk in the South African gold-fields, 
mostly on the Rand. In many cases 
this capital has produced a splendid 


-Yeturn. In to many others the public 


have been swindled as they, no doubt, 
will continue to be swindled, On the 
entire sum invested, taking good and 
bad together, it appears that there is 
now ‘being paid a dividend of about 1 
per cent., so it will be seen that the 
good mines have to bear on ‘their shoul- 
ders; as it were,:a terirble load of 
wildcat schemes. It is a penalty paid 
by merit that imitation and misrep- 
resentation are continually hovering 
around it. The unique character of the 


' gold formation on the Rand, its even- 
Ness and continuity, enable managers 


and directors to rely with certainty on 
‘ae.ven product of gold from a given 
area of ore. AS a consequence genu- 
ine Rand gold mining has been more 


of an investment than of a specula- 


tion. 
This is true of the Rand generally, 


but as a result any number of unscru- 


pulous people have traded on the fact, 
never 
could pay, and were never m t to 
pay. Again, companies were formed 
with big capital, but only a small 
proportion of it as working capital, 
and as soon as this was squandered, 
or even properly spent, work ceased, 
and the property was condemned as a 
failure. Further, the management of 
mines has too often been placed in the 
hands of incompetent men, and with 
the only possible result. “Tinkers, 


“pailors,”’ and men of all sorts and con- 


ditions were looked upon as proper per- 
eons to act as mine managers; and 
this was largely due to the complete 
fgnorance of the conditions of gold 
mining which as a rule prevailed 
among directors and those responsible 
forthe spending of the working capital. 

FUTURE PROSPECTS. 

That the most shameful and deplora- 
ble waste and extravagance was the 
rule under such a condition of affairs 
goes without saying. But the South 
African industry is now finding its 
feet, and for the first time in its his- 


‘tory is really getting a fair chance. 


Wien we consider the qualifications 
mecessary for a reliable mine manager, 
it is not to be wondered at that they ex- 
isted hardly at all among those who 


- first discovered and developed the gold 
fields here. 


The men who made for the 
gold fields were, as a rule, entirely ig- 
morant of gold-mining, except in its 
most primitive form. And the very na- 


‘ture of the industry did not favor the 
- production of a skilled. class of miners 
and managers. _Gold fields, as rule, 
aise rapidly, and fall away as rapidly. 


Men rush to the mines and rush away 
again, elther with fortunes, due to 
sheer luck, or, in the larger number of 
cases, with empty pockets and disap- 
pointed hopes. 

The continued success and assured 


permanence of the fields here have. 


brought into South Africa the most 
skillful mine managers from America, 
Australia and all over the world. From 
America, especially, the ranks of the 
managers on the Rand have been 
largely recruited. Again, the ploneers, 
as they may be called, have had a num- 
ber of years in which to find out their 
own defects and gain useful experience. 
and it tsindisputable that the well-man- 
aged mines are now the paying mines. 
Properties that were formerly looked 
upon as worthless are giving good re- 
turns; all of which is due to the greater 
skill and knowledge with which the 
work is conducted. 

A thoroughly competent mine man- 
ager requires not only a knowledge of 


mining; he must know something of 


chemistry, of surveying, of mechanical 
engineering, as well as being an all- 
round business man. It is needless to 
say that these qualities and equipments 
are not easily found in one man. To 
lay out a large mine to the best advan- 
tage. both above ground and below, is 
a highly technical work, and in many 
cases there are special difficulties 
which make it doubly arduous. It is 
only necessary to iook at home and see 
the sums that have been wasted in 
connection with new industrial enter- 


prises, collieries, iron mines, chemica! 


works, and undertakings of this class. 
to get some idea of the task involved in 
profitable gold mining, where so many 


_ processes are involved, all of them re- 


quiring skill and ca 
Slightest initial thie 
mous waste of capital and effort. 

THE DAWN OF A NEW ERA. 
In connection with the gold industry 
here, it may fairly be said that the 


experimental stage has only now been 


surmounted, The new era of pr 
skilled work has 
needless to add that this era will give 
chances. to the swindling fraternity 
just as certainly as did the past. ‘There 
will also be mistakes made from time 
to time, against which no foresignt can 
provide. But, even with these unavoid- 
able drawbacks, it is certain tnat gold- 
mining here will partake more ana more 
of the nature of an investment, and ‘be 
less of a speculation than’ hitherto. 
Chemistry, geology, mining and me- 
chanical” engineering, improved  ap- 


pliances for the _ reduction of min- 
ing and milling cost and (for 
the recovery of the gold, have 


all contributed to this end. Youn 


-men are now growing up with the 


growth of the industry, who begin, as 
it were, where their predecessors left 
off, and who have had qll tne experi- 
ence and training which were an im- 
possibility in the past. These wil) sup- 
ply for future use a well-equipped class 
of managers, heads of departments, 
chemists and others, whose work will 
place the gold industry here on an as- 
sured basis for generations to éome. 
For all the experience and training 
which have gone on for the'past ten 
years, and which are now being per- 
fected, the investors of. yesterday have 
had to pay stiff prices, and tnose of to- 


‘day and tomorrow will reap the benefit. 


It is very safe, then, to say that with 
ordinary care and the exercise of a lit- 
tle common-sense there is no reason 
why investors should now.tnrow’ away 
money in connection with gold-mining. 
With honest men at the head of af. 
fairs, who mean to act straight in re- 
gard to the public, money put into gold- 


mining should be almost if not 
quite as safe as are  invest- 
ments in home _ industrial under- 
takings. Not .all home companies 


are sound, as the public is only too weil) 
aware, and the risks in gold-mining 
approximate ratner to 
those usual to all industries tnan to 
the wildly specdlative character com- 
monly assigned to/ventures of this na- 


ture.

4eral people here to 


and even in the matter of climate 
changes advantageous to the industry 
seem to be taking place. Not many 
years ago it was almost impossible to 
bring horses from Natal up through the 
Transvaal, so many of them died. Now 
one might take fifty animals from Dur- 

n to Pretoria and not lose a single 
animal, except through carelessness. 
The same improvement’ may be said to 
apply to the fever districts. I traveled 
the other day over the Delagoa Bay 
line to this place — Barberton — and 
Passed over portions of it where the 
mortality among those engaged in its 
construction was appalling. Even now 
'the climate is not healthy, but still it 
has much improved. The same change 
is going on elsewhere. Durban, it is 
said, was once a fever district. It is 
now a health resort for the tired-out 
workers’ of Johannesburg and Pretoria. 
It is difficult to assign a cause for this, 
but the fact remains. It would seem as 
if cultivation, the planting of trees and 
the other changes consequent on an 
influx of population have modified the 
Climate in a beneficial way. 


THE HEALTH OF THE COUNTRY. 


I have seen it stated that the country 
as a, whole is unhealthy, that there are 
no birds, no trees, and that vegtation is 
Scanty. All these statements are only 
true of parts of the Transvaal. I am 
staying just now in the heart of the De 
Kaap gold fields. Barberton is some 
2500 feet lower than Johannesburg, and 
though this is the spring season, we 
have had quite summer weather here, 
the glass standing as high as 
105 deg. in the shade. Yet, some- 
how or other the heat does nct 
so oppressive as at home. And 
then we thave cool days that make life 
more tolerable. I am writing this letter 
on the veranda of a friend’s house, 
which is situated a few miles from Bar- 
berton itself, and is reached by a 
winding path up the side of a hill 
about 1500 feet in height. Last night it 
rained for several hours, and the 
Stream in the ravine below is falling 
Over its rocky bed with a pleasant 
sound. The early morning air is cool 
and agreeable, and sweetened by the 
scent of roses and other flowers that 
grow in profusion all around. Gum 
trees, planted only four or five years 
ago, now rise to a height of forty or 
fifty feet. The songs of birds come 
merrily on the breeze, and others with 
beautiul plumage chase the insects or 
sip the honey from the peach blossoms 
and the red geraniums. Directly facing 
me another range of hills rises in some 
places to heights of 4000 and 5000 feet, 
the edges of the watercourses that fur- 
row its sides clad with green shrub- 
bery and huge ferns, whicn in some 


Picture is quite different from that 
which I should have drawn from my 
own preconceived ideas of South Africa. 
And it is also very different from what 
one sees coming through the Karoo, in 
Cape Colony, or along the rallway route 
in the Free State, or, again, trom the 
Vaal River to Pretoria. But the differ- 
ence is-not greater than one finds at 
home, say, on a railway journey from 
Edinburgh to London by the west 
coast, and there can be little doubt 
that with proper care health and life 
here are in very little greater jeopardy 
than in our own country. 

RINDERPEST AND LOCUSTS. 

I have dealt with these matters to 
show 'tthat the conditions of life here 
are not so unfavorabel. to industrial 
progress as might be supposed. Of 
course, there are disadvantages. and 
drawbacks, but some of these will tend 
to disappear in time. The rinderpest 
and the locusts are of this class—at 
least, it is to be so hoped. Just now 
both of them are doing immense dam- 
age, and may give a temporary check 
to the progress of the country. But 
the gold and general mineral wealth 
of the Transvaal.are enormous. As 
yet, the development is. «infinitesimal. 
The white man can live and work al- 
most everywhere here. Unhealthy 
zones are improving. The advance 
in conenction with the gold industry 
I have already sketched. out. Agricul- 
ture is also improving. The impact 
of the forces of progress on the slow- 
moving easily-satisfied Boer is becom- 
‘ing stronger. All this will tell in the 
end, and the signs are misleading if 
the future of South Africa be not a re- 
markable one. 

THE LABOR QUESTION. 

One of the chief advanatges pos- 
sessed by the country is abundance of 
labor. The native question is un- 
doubtedly a big one, but meantime the 
native has made South Africa possible 
for Europeans. He is easily fed, eas- 
ily clothed and housed, and his wages, 
while low compared to those of the 
white, are quite on a par with similar 
labor at home. Food and lodgings and 
about £3 10s per month is the gen- 
eral rule for native laborers, both in 
mines and farms.-in the neighborhood 
of the Rand. A reduction takes place 
1t the end of this month, but whether 
this will adversely affect the supply of 
labor is still an open question. What- 
aver may be its effect on the natives, 
it will, it seems to me, be more than 
counterbalanced by the depredations 
of the locusts and tthe ravages of rin- 
jJerpest in the native locations, and 
aso in the native territories. The 
need for food will force the natives into 
the labor market, and will no doubt 
‘ead to a full supply of workers. It is 
alleged that already there is great dis- 
‘ress in the native districts, and mine- 
managers say that many of the “boys,”’ 
as they are called, who come for work 
are in semi-starved condition. 
Whether this is due to want at home, 
or to the hardships of the very long 
journeys made by some of these poor 
peonts. Tam not able to decide. 

But one is reminded here from time 
to time that it is not the natives alone 
who have to endure hardships. I have 
just assisted at the funeral of a poor 
white man, who lost his life two 
days ago in the mine here. He had 
only commenced work, and by some 
means dropped his candle in a case 
of gelantine, which was set ov fire. 
The fumes are deadly, and the poor 
fellow succumbed from their effects, 
death being really due to the 
fact that he had been literally starv- 
ing before he began work, and his 
power of resistance to the effects of 
the gas was almost nil. .I am told 
that just now in this district there 
are large numbers of men in this con- 
dition, and the same holds.good on 
the Rand. T have been asked by sev- 
warn intending 
emigrants of the glut in the labor 
market. Despite this fact, workers 
are still crowding into the country, 
and skilled men, such as joiners, 
masons, and others of this class, can, 
I believe, get work amd good wages. 
Here, as at home, there is a fair pro- 
portion of helpless folks. The poor 
fellow whose case I have mentioned, 
has been interred with loving rever- 
ence by his fellow-workers. On a 
level spot near the base of the moun- 
tain his grave is situated. Wreaths 
and crosses were prepared by kindly 
hands, and beside the mvuund two gum 
trees have been planted to mark the 
spot. No one can tell whether he had 
any friends or relatives. His surname 
—Williams—was all that was known 
of him. Close of the foot of the grave 
a mountain stream tumbles down- 
ward, “going on forever,” and singing 
its lullaby beside the unknown toiler 
in the. gold fields, whose slumber 
neither the workman’s bell nor the 
echo-waking thunderstorms that are 
common in this valley shall disturb 
any more. | 

ERRORS AT BARBERTON. 

Barberton is the oldest gold field of 
the Transvaal, and gave the republic 
its first real start when bankruptcy 
and ruin.seemed about to swallow up 
the government: The gold here is 
found in a formation entirely differ- 
ent from the Rand. Some parts of the 
reef are enormously rich. I saw a 
panning the other day which would run 
to about one hundred ounces per ton. 
Doubtless a little further on there may 


be a fall to perhaps five or six penny-.

Nicholas Il was born ten years be- 
fore his father succeeded to the rhrone, 
and he spent his childhood in the 
cuerming Anitschkoff Palace in Peters- 
burg- Even at that time he was a 
delicate, sensitive child, with a great 
Seal of imagination, and vivid in‘er- 
est in all that concerned the weal and 
we of his future people, and arsn- 
lutely devoted to his father end 
mother. An English nurse presided 
over the imperial nursery, and so the 
first language really spoken familiarly 
by the Czar is that belonging by right 
to his Wales cousins.

OUR NEW LEADERS. 
Brief Sketches of Maj. McKinley and 
Garret A. Hobart. 


(New York Sun:) William McKinley 
will be the twenty-fifth President of the 
United States. On the 26th of February, 
six days before his inauguration, he will 
be 62 years of age, the same age that 
Abraham Lincoln was when he was in- 
‘augurated in 1861. Mr. Lincoln, like 
McKinley, was born in the month of 
February—on February 12, 1809. He 
was inaugurated on the 4th of March, 
1861, twenty days after the completion 
of his fifty-second year, whereas Mr. 
McKiinley will be inaugurated six days 
after it. Like Lincoln, Mr. McKinley 
served as a Representative in Congress 
before his election to the Presidency. 

Garret A. Hobart, the next Vice-Pres- 
ident, and twenty-fourth of the line of 
Vice-Presidents, is the first Jerseyman 
the first resident cf New Jersey to hold 
that office. He was born at Long Branch 
in the same year that William McKin- 
ley was born at Niles,O. The Repub- 
licans of New Jersey, who have been 
endeavoring to get that State in the 


“Republican column, have triumphed at | 


last through the election of Mr, Hobart; 
but they have had a hard struggle ex- 
tending over forty years. When the. 
Republican party was established in | 
1856, its first national convention was | 
held at Philadelphia on the 17th of | 
June. The Republicans went to New 
Jersey for their candidate for Vice- 
President, William L. Dayton. The Re- 
publicans lost New Jersey in that year. 
They lost it, getting four of the seven 
electors in 1860. They had a Jer- 
geyman at the head of the Demo- 
cratic ticket against them in 1864, 
they carried it in 1872, and continued 
to lose until] this year, when it is at last 
securely in the McKinley and Hobart 
column by a larger majority than it has 
ever given a Democratic candidate. 
The St. Louis national convention 
which nominated Mr. Hobart for the 
Vice-Presidency convened on June 16, 
and made its nomination on June 
exactly forty years after the first Re- 
publican National Convention — forty 
years to a day.

THE HYDRA. 


THOUGHT TO BE PART ANIMAL 
AND PART VEGETABLE. 


Until Recently Was Supposed to Be 
a Plant; Now Known to Be an 
Animal. 


HOW ATHIS ANIMAL LIVES. 


UPSETS ALL OUR THEORIES AS TO 


INDIVIDUALITY. 


fut a Hydra ith Fifty Pieces and 
Fifty New Organisms are Gen- 
erated—Can Be Multiplied 
Indefinitely.

A veritable zoological mystery—the 
puzzle of scientists for ages—the hydra 


remains today an unsolved problem in 


animal

life; indeed, until quite re- 
cently the authorities classed it not 
aS an animal at all, but as a branch 
of the vegetable kingdom. In the case 
of the hydra, distinctions between ani- 
mal and vegetable are, confused and 
partially obliterated, This extraordi- 
nary creature upsets all our theories 
as to individuality. It disproves half 
that we have esta ed on the sub- 
ject of physiologic laws. Any one 
may study the hydra, for it every- 
where abounds; but to explain its or-

ganic system were an impossibility— 
for he that would understand the 
hydra must comprehend nature. 
THE ORIGINAL HYDRA. 
The second of Hercules’s tasks for 
his master, Eurystheus, was the van- 
quishing of the Learnaean hydra. Near 
Argos, in the district of Lernae, dwelt 
this fabled monster, huge, nine-headed, 
the central head immortal. Hercules 
attacked the hateful creature, but as 
he smote off the heads, two new ones 
grew in place of each. The valiant 
god only succeeded in subduing his 
adversary when, with the aid of his 
servant, Eolus, be burned the mortal 
beads, and buried the immortal one 
deep beneath a ponderous rock. 
Such is the legend of mythology. 
The real hydra of the naturalists is a 


tiny lightest touch is 
to slay it; but the dreadful beast that 
troubled Hercules was no more mar- 
velous in its multiplying life than is 
its inoffensive namesake of our own 
experience. 

The most simply constructed of ani- 
mals are the zoophytes. They are, 
however, of various degrees in sim- 
plicity, and the simplest of them is 
the hydra. This small creature is to 
be found commonly in pools of stag- 
nant wa:er, and the study of it, either 
with or without a microscope is both 
delightful and amazing. Indeed, its 
peculiarties are such as to be of ex- 
treme importance in our consideration 
of the profoundest questions of being. 

The hydra’s body is constructed after 


or sac, having a movth, and, around 
the mouth tentacula. The animul uses 


in the capture of its food, and in con- 
veving the food into its mouth. Those 
who have seen the cuttlefish have seen 
a similar arrangement, vastly larger, 
but the cuttlefish lacks the hydra’s 
extraordinary characteristics. The 
hydra’s, tentacles do not possess suck- 
ers like the cuttlefish’s, or cilla, which 
are cOmmon to many animals. The 
arms are equipped with tinv bristles 
and strong-pointed spines. The spines 
are retained concealed in excrescences 
when not employed. When opportun- 
itv for their use ‘occurs they are 
thrust forth in much the same fash- 
ion that a cat unsheaths its claws. 
HOW THE HYDRA LIVES. 

The hydra attaches itself to s°me firm 
object by means of a sucker, and lets 
its tentacles float in the water, idly to 
all appearances. In reality, the wav- 
ing arms are industriously searching 
for prey. When a crustacean or any 
other desired and unwary victim 
chances to encounter one of the wait- 
ing tentacles, the spines are extended 
and the arm twines securely about its 
unhappy prisoner. If the prey be large 
enough to require it, the other ten- 
tacles assist in mastering the struggles 
of thre captive and finally aid in con- 
veying it into the hydra’s mouth. 

Hard-shelled animals are swallowed 
alive, and one can watch the continua- 
tion of their efforts to escape, even 
after they have been swallowed—so 
delicately thin is the texture of the 
hydra’s body. The spines, however, are 
supplied with a poisonous secretion, 
similar to that of spiders, and this is 
injected into soft-bodied animals as 
they are held in the clutch of the ten- 
tacles. As a result, the prey dies after 
being retained for a short time in the 
grasp of the arms. 

The ordinary locomotion of -the hydra 
is not. startlingly swift. On the con- 
trary an inch in an hour is the best 
speed attained. Its method of move- 
ment is to bend forward, to take hold 
of the road by mouth or tentacles, or 
both, then to draw its sucker close, 
and to renew its grasp with that base 
of operations. The repetition of this 
performance insures a tediously slow 
progress. This fashion of walking is 
the same as that employed by .some 
of the Lepidoptera larvae, a familiar 
example of which ts the caterpillar, 
popularly known under the various 
names of looper, geometer, or measure 
worm. When the hydra is recklessly 
hurried, it contrives to increase its 
pace by an acrobatic scheme. It holds 
fast by its tentacles.and proceeds to 
turn a somersault. It continues to 
turn somersaults until it has arrived, 
making excellent time. 

THE HYDRA GOES SAILING. 

The hydra has little power of sensa- 
tion; its capacity for pleasure is of 
the smallest. But the hydra enjoys 
itself, and its little cup of bliss is full 
to the brim when it goes a-sailing. 
The hydra lets its body float just be- 
neath the surface of the water; it 
raises its’ sucker above the _ surface, 


where the light membrane soon 
‘| dries. Thus dried, the sucker forms a 
capital /sail. The breeze comes; puff! 


ithe hydra goes sailing away. The 


the fashion of an ordinary coin purse, . 


these tentacles, corresponding to arms, 
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tentacles makes rudders to guide the 
course. If the wind fails, they be- 
come oars for this living galley. 

Such is the hydra in its general 
characteristics. But its startling 
idiosyncrasies have yet to be told. 

Turn the hydra inside out and it 
suffers no apparent damage. The 
former outside of its stomach digests 
food as readily as did the former in- 
side. Occasionally a hydra engaged 
in swallowing its food will be swal- 
lowed by a second hydra. One would 
suspect that this would terminate th-« 
first hydra’s career. The fact is other- 
wise. The two hydras, the swallower 
and the swallowed, digest ‘their mutua! 
food; thereafter, the swallowed hydra 
an animal Jonah, reappears, none the 
worse. In truth, the two hydras seem 
well content with their er 
method of dining. 

Hydras have two ways “e generat- 
ing, one of which is such as to rende” 
very doubtful our exact separation of 
animal from vegetable life. When th-° 
production is by eggs, or seeds, they 
are ejected as gelatinous globules i: 
‘he autumn, from which the young 
'ssue in the spring. The second man- 
ner of generating is by budding. Buds 
spring from the external surface of the 
“arent hydra; these develop into per- 
fect animals, and are then cast off. 
The insensate variety of the creatur 
begins at birth, for often while yet the 
voung are attached to the parent, and 
while the stomachs of all are com- 
municating. the young and tthe parent 
may be seen wrangling over the same 
prey, sometimes devouring the same 
worm. The productivity of the hydre 
would shame rabbits. It is not unusual 
for the young to show buds before they 
become detached from the parent. A 
study of their prolific rapidity war- 
rants my saying that a _ million of 
vrogeny in a month from one parent is 
“ot unsual. 

And now we come to an attribute of 
the hydra that is as strange as it is 
impressive. Although the hydra is an 
animal, its organic life is evidently a 
unit, aS is yours or mine, or that of 
any other animal. The hydra, is capable 
of numerous divisions, and every frag- 
ment becomes in ‘its turn a complete 
animal, evidently an organic unit.

It thrives on mnutila- 
tion, for from each wound a new hydra 
is born, A lover of the weirdly gro- 
tesuue can gain infinite satisfaction 
from the combinations this animal!’s 
churacteristi¢s make possibl> Wher- 
e’'er the freshly cut surfaces of hy- 
dras are joined together they will aa- 
mere and grow together. Thus T have 
aided in the creation of hydras with, 
two bodies without sucker; of hydras. 
with two suckers without body; of 
hydras with many mouths; of hydras 
with multiplied tentacles. Two hydras 
or more, may be made into one; one 
may be made into almost any number. 

What, then, can be said of the hy- 
dra’s individuality? Certainly it is not 
fixed, as it is in the case of most ani- 
mals, as !t is in the case of man. Rather 
it partakes of the mutability and di- 
visibility existent in the vegetaule 
kingdom. But the hydra is not a-vege- 
tanle. Along with other low forms of 
animal life, it was thought to be a 
plant until about a year ago. Now we 
know that it is an animal. It surely 


proves that even in the animal king- 


dom the organic unity, the individual- 
ity of some creatures, is:canable of 
change, is not fixed until death. Doubt- 
less the hirher forms of life are spared 
this variabilitv, but its ex'stence in 
the lower grades authorizes our belief 
that in the hydra’s many methods of 
producing new life we have a present 
illustration of the primal processes by 
which all life was multiplied ages be- 
fore evolution had developed sex, 
ages before man with his conscious, 
pérsistent unity of personality was even 
embryonic.

Rack Rests for Bicycles. 
(New York Sun:) Outside of some con- 
fectionary stores, gardens, bicycle re- 
pair shops and other business buildings, 


on the west side of town, rack rests, 
sometimes of wood, sometimes of iron, 
but always so adjusted as to enable a 
bicycle to be held firmly in position, 
are making their appearance. Livery 
stables and riding-schools were the 
first to feel in a commercial way the 
effect of the popularity of bicycles, 
but later theaters, gardens and confec- 
tionery stores experienced the force of 
this competition and they are therefore 
trying to attract the bicycle trade.

ABOMINATION OF DESOLATION. 


ACRES OF RUINED WORKS AND WASTED MACHINERY THAT 
TELL OF MILLIONS THROWN AWAY IN PANAMA, 


|-Progress Made Upon the Canal by 


the Present Company—Tremendous 


Discouragements on Every Hand—Cutting Culebra and Dredg- 
ing La Boca—The Terrible Climate Where Death 
Reigns Supreme. 


Recent dispatches from Panama al- 
lude to the appointment of M. Mange, 
formerly director-general of the Pan- 
ama Canal Company, to the position 
of director of works under the present 
regime. 

If tales of travelers are to be be- 
lieved M. Mange has before him a 
task to which the labors of Sisyphus 
or the fruitless exertions of the Dan- 
aides were a mere bagatelle. Millions 
of money and thousands of lives were 
recklessly wasted in the unequal bai- 
tle against the adverse forces of na- 
ture for thirteen long years before 
the bubble’ burst, and five years of 
the additional concession secured by 
Lieut. Wyse from the Colombian gov- 
ernment have already run their 


to bring it Sawn in torrents. The 
dampness of the swamp was increased 
by a dozen showers a day. 


The celebrated Colon turned out to 
be a dead-and-alive liitie place, with 
three distinct crops of buildings. Two 
devasting fires had at different times 
wiped out the whole town. so that few 
remained of the original structures of 
stone and adobe. 


The present style of buildings, mod- 
eled after the plans of the F: ench offices 
cers and residences, are of frame, and

The great windows are pro- 
‘tected by slats, and the visitor, peer- 
ing through, can discover bare, austy 
rooms, stripped of furniture ana snow- 
ing only heaps of moldy books, pampnh- 
lets and papers, in token of tormer oc- 
cupancy by the projector of the great 
canal scheme.

mus. Bearing these things in mind, 
they lingered in Colon and Panama 
long enough to examine the ruins of 
what had been, and to observe the 
progress of the work under existing 
conditions. » Frank Griffith, then of 
Illinois, but now a resident of Los 
Angeles, was one:of the party, and 
had the good fortune to unite to the 
faculties of keen observation anda 
retentive memory no inconsiderable 
skill as an amateur. photographer. 
Owing to this Mr. Griffith tells an in- 
teresting story of the present condi- 
tion of the canal, and illustrates it 
with a number of photographs taken 
in the course of his’ explorations 
among the scrap“heaps,. 

Buildings, once magnificent but now 
falling into decay, stand amid groves 
of bananas and cocoanut palms. Mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of machinery 
lies rusting in the sea, or half buried 
in the mud, while costly engines and 
other appliances. of every description 
are housed under rough sheds, wait- 
ing for that problematical day when 
their wheels shall again be put in mo- 
tion and their enormous strength util- 
ized in furthering the progress of the 
canal. 

As work must go on under penalty 
of forfeiture of the concession, nearly 
3000- Jamaica negroes are employed at 
the liberal wage of 80 cents a day in 
Colombian money, or about 35 cents 
in ours, to dig around in the mud in 
a desultory sort of way, and to make 
feints at completing the terrible Cule- 
bra cut, one of the apparently insur- 
mountable obstacles to the completion 
of the canal. 

These Jamaica negroes are the only 
human beings who seem able to endure 
the suffocating heat and death- dealing 
miasma of these terrible swamps. ‘Any 
attempt to employ the indolent and 
‘soft’? Colombians results in an alarm- 
ing increase of the already heavy 
death rate, and hours would number 
the life of any white man rash enough 
to venture upon physical exertion under 
the rays of that pitiless tropical sun. 

It was February 18 when the steamer 
landed the little. narty at the. town 
known in the geographies as Aspinwall, 
but to all Central Americans as Colon. 
The travelers found it less a town than 
a long string of houses scattered ir- 
regularly along the former line of the 


dogs, and mouldy rags. 
Nothing is clean in Colon but the 


men. The former is the great purifier 

of the earth and, fortunately for the 
inhabitants, there is plenty of it around 
Colon, As for the latter, the cleanli- 
ness is intermittent, varying from the 
starchiest of crisp and immaculate cal- 
icoes, worn by the black belles of the 
town, to the squalid but gaudy rags 
which adorn the old) women cf the 
poorer class. As for the children, they 
usually skate  airily around dressed 
solely in their own shiny black com - 
plexions. 

“Clean or dirty, the native women 
revel in silk and crape shawls and 
gaudy ornaments, imported from China 
and Japan duty free, and sold at prices 
based upon the silver standard of the 
country. 

Railway officials live in an idealized 
section house in the northwestern part 
ef the town, near the American lega- 
tion. Both of these buildings are airy 
and beautiful bungalows, built with 
every attention to sanitary conditions, 
‘and surrounded by superb groves of 
palms. 

Running out ivto the ocean from the 
curve in the shore around which the 
town is bent like a bow, is the famous 
point of made land’ upon which the 
official residences were built. This lit- 
tle peninsula is not unlike Florida in 
shiape,, and is about 600 yards in length 
from the main land to the rounded tip, 
which is 250 yards across. 

If the stcry told by railroad and 
steamship officials is true, this bit of 
made ground covers the grave of tons 
upon tons of custiy Machinery, dumped 
into the ocean without ever having 
been taken from the cases. The waste 
caused by reckiess mismanagement and 
rascally contractors, Which cost the 
stockholders such a mint of'money was 
thus concealed from pubiic view. En- 
gines with wrong gauges imported from 
Belgium at enormous expense, were dis- 
posed of in this way, and impracticable 
dredging machines were. added to the 
great cases of other useless machinery 
to make a solid foundation for the 
splendid mansion cf the arch-swindler.

No pre- 
cautions have hitherto prevailed 
against it. for it seems to be controlled 
by a mischievous nixie, who finds it 
the chief joy in life to turn the peace- 
ful little streafn into a raging tor- 
rent just when it would do the most 
harm, and to drown out and sweep 
aWay the patient labor of weeks and 
months. 

Another apparently insurmountable 
obstacle is the Culebra Cut. The Cule- 
bra, a mountain 2300 feet high, stands 
like a wall of living rock in the path 
of the canal, and, so far, only a 
scratch has been made upon it. Men 
are constantly at work here. and one 
of the photographs taken by Mr. Grif- 
fith, gives a view of the mountain and 
the cut, which conveys some idea of 
the slowness of the progress made 
after sixteen years of more or less 
steady labor.

THE BOARD CONSIDERS BIDS FOR 
AERIAL LADDERS, 


Recommends to the Council to Par- 
chase the Most Expensive and 
Ignores Lower Bidders — Hall 
Dropped from the Rolls. 


Before holding an adjourned meet- 
ing at the City Hall yesterday morn- 
ing. the Board of Fire Commissioners 
inspected the new engine-house on Hill 
street, near Fourth. The new quarters 
will not be ready for use until early 
‘in Decemder. The Chief Engineer was 
authorized to sign a contract for 
lighting with electricity the new en- 
gine-house, and also the quarters of 
Chemical Engine Company No. 4, at 
Pico and Starr streets. 

At the adjourned meeting the resig- 
nation of Sam B. Hall was tendered. 
The board, however, refused to ac- 
cept it, and ordered his name dropped 
from the rolls. 

The proposals to furnish aerial 
trucks were then read and discussed. 
There were five bids, three made by 
the Goodyear Rubber Company for the 
manufacturers of the Babcock trusses, 
ranging in price from $4167 down, one 
by D. D. Hayes of New York to fur- 
nish a Hayes truck for $3300, and one 
by Hawley, King & Co., for the Lind- 
gren-Mahan Chemical Fire Engine 
Company, to furnish a Biehn truck to 
cost $2817. 

It was moved by Commissioner 
Kuhrts that the bid made by the 
Goodyear Rubber Company on a Bab 
cock truck, to cost $4167 be accepted. 
This was the most expensive machine 


offered, costing $1350 more than the 
Biehn truck. Mr. King, of Hawley, 
King & Co., offered to duplicate the 


Babcock truck at “$2817, and .to better 
it, also to’have an expert, sent out to 
set it up. -If it should not prove satis- 
factory. he assured the board that ft 
would cost the city nothing.

BANK CLEARINGS. The business 
of the Los Angeles Clearing-house for 
the week ended today noon shows a 
marked increase over that of many 
weeks past, but is still less than that 
of the corresponding week of last year.

For the 
corresponding week of last year the

balances, $203,474.54. 


BRADSTREET'S TABLE. The 
weekly table of the bank clearings in 
the principal cities of the United States 
and which is each week published in 
The Times, shows a marked improve- 
ment in the volume of business 
throughout the country, as compared 
With that reported for nearly four 
monihs past. This is parttcularly no- 
ticeable at seaports and at grain cen- 
ters Other points, while still short 
of the volume of business done during 
the corresponding week of last year, 
show, in the majority of cases, a con- 
siderable inctease over the volume of 
business reported for several weeks 
past, and the indications are that be- 
fore the beginning of next month the 
figures will show a volume of business 
equally as great as that reported at 
the same period of last year. 


LOS ANGELES COUNTY BONDS. 
The Supervisors of Los Angeles vcounty 
announce they will offer for sale on 
Wednesday next, 18th’ inst., $3500 of 
Harold school district bonds. The 
bonds are serial, of the denominations 
Of $350, and will bear 7 per cent. in- 
terest. 


DIVIDEND DECLARED. The First 
Bank. of San_ Bernardino 
has, as announced, declared a divi- 
dend on its capital stock, .at the rate 
of 10 per cent. a year. 


WOOL SALES. Eastern advices re- 
port a marked activity in the wool 
market. Dun’s Review, in its last is- 
sue received, says that including a 
single purchase of 11,000,000 pounds of 
Territory wool the sales for the week 
amounted to more than three times 
that during the same week of last 
year. The same authority says there 
is a strong belief that prices Will now 
advance, though no. assurance exists 


_ that existing duties can be changed, 


or the demand for manufactured 
goods much increased for some months 
yet. 


MEXICAN CATTLE. Published re- 
ports show that Mexico shipped 87,000 
head of cattle to western markets, 
chiefly Kansas City, from January. 1, 
1896, to Septeniber 1, 1896. Very little 
canned or preserved meats were sent 
back in return, although the figures 
show that Mexico took $136,000 worth 
of Kansas City lard during the same 
period of time. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


TOBACCO CULTURE. As was to 
have been expected, the revolution in 
Cuba has turned the attention of Mexi- 
cans to the growth of tobacco. Several 
leading tobacco houses of New York 
are reported to have entered into ne 
gotiations. with Mexican’ growers for 
large and continued supplies of wrap- 
per leaf tobacco. The New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce confirms the truth of 
the report, and says: 

“While some Mexican wrapper stock 
has come to this country for several 
years, the quantity has been small and 
comparatively insignificant. This 
year, however, it ts claimed, compara- 
tively heavy purchases have been. made 
in Mexico by American houses, some 
estimates stating that 75 per-cent. of 
the really fine wrapper stock of that 
country has been taken by American 
concerns. Others, however, place. the 
quantity at a considerably lower fjgure. 
The reason advanced for this increase 
in the importation of tobacco ‘rom 
Mexico is the shortage of the crop In 
Cuba, and more directly the order of 
Gen. Weyler now in force prohibiting 
the exportation of tobocco from the 
principal wrapper-leaf, producing dis- 
tricts of the island. As a result of 
these conditions, the poor prospects for 
the Havana crop fcr next year, dealers 
in this country have been forced, it is 
claimed, to look for new sources from 
which to obtain their supplies of fine 
Wrapper stock. Mexican tobacco, it 
is claimed, is the most desirable sub- 
stitute for the genuine Havana leaf 
obtainable, as it resembles the latter 
most closely in color and texture.”

How many other banks throughout the 
country are carrying gold, there is no 
exact means of knowing, but the total 
must be enormous. For the first time 
in weeks domestic exchange at iate 
rior points has risen to a premium, 
and the banks of New York are now 
gaining largely in cash from _ these 
sources. The sub-treasury has also 
been losing money to the banks, s0 ac- 
cumulation of funds aside from rede- 
posigs of hoarded money are really 
normal. The last imports of gold have 
also swelled the total. The expansion 
in loans is a favorable feature of the 
statement, but there is room for a 
great deal of growth in this item. In 
a sentence the statement shows that 
the banks: are again in a position to 
meet all legitimate demands made upon 
them.

TO BOOK. 


Said to Have Operated in Many 
Lines —”’Blind Pigs’? are Still 
Flourishing Unmolested — News

PASADENA, Nov. 14.—(Regular. Cor- 


| ’ respondence.) A man giving his name 


as R. G. Henry, but who it thought 
to be ithe same fellow who has been 
working the photographic swindle in 
Pasadena, was arrested today at 


@ Glasscock & Vroomans’ bookstore for 


the theft of two books. The fellow came 
into the store and asked to see some 
cheap novels. He professed not to be 


ee but after a little purchased 
some blue print paper. While the.atten-. 


tion of the proprietor was diverted the 
thief slipped two of the books, worth 
$1.25 each, into his pocket. The books 
were missed in a few minutes, and Con- 
Stable Slater was put on the-track. He 
located his man and brought him in. 

It was found upon investigation that 
Henry has operated here for about a 
week, professing to be agent for D. 
Appleton & Co. He would get a sub- 
scription to some prominent eastern 
periodical, offering books as premiums, 
He took a dangerous method of mak- 
ing money on.these subscriptions, as 
Me has evidently stolen the books 
given out. His plan was to furnish 
twenty-six handsome books during the 
year for every subscription, the signer 
paying $5 for the journal and the vol- 
umes. He would collect $2.50 in ad- 
vance, and has done a thriving busi- 
ness. Henry was taken before Recorder 
Rossiter and held for trial Thursday 
upon $50 bail. He went with Constable 
Slater to Glasscock’s to pay for the 
books, and while he was in conver- 
sation with one, of the partners in the 
back part of the store, he managed 
to elude the vigilance of the Constable 
and escaped. res 

He has not yet been heard from, but 
he is a bold swindler. He changed his 
place of abode, after the exposé in the 
papers of iis photographic scheme, 
and has been growing a ‘beard for the 
past three or four days. It is thought 
that he has one or more confederates 
here in Pasadena, and people are 
Warned against tham. Henry was 
dressed in dark-brown clothes, wore a 
Fedora hat and patent-leather shoes. 
He was stout and florid, with a slight 
mustache and stubby beard. A photo- 
Sraphic outfit, which is thought to 
have been stolen, was found in his 


room, 
ILLICIT BEER. 

The Pasadena Star this evening re- 
lates that at the meeting of the Board 
of Trade Friday evening a gentleman 
present stated that, notwithstanding 
the fact that thete is an ordinance 
against the sale of liquors in Pasadena, 
outside of meal hours ,several of the 
filthiest and lowest back-room saloons 

re, and several others, more decent, 
but all illegal, are still running, and 
he said he meade the assertion upon his 
own knowledge. ‘The difficulty sug- 
gested was that of collecting evidence. 
It is well known to many people that 
at least one prominent hotel in Pas- 
adena sells liauor to all comers ‘“who 
can ‘be trusted,’ and that the City

would have been able to secure evi- 
dence, but the Council has declared 
against detectives, and will not allow 
him money to employ them. 

No other plan has been suggested to 
secure evidence, except by paid detec- 
tives, of reputable character, whose 
business it is to ferret out offenders 
and bring them to justice. None of the 
saloons masquerading under the guise 
of restaurants will sell liquors to offi- 
cers in uniform, of course, but there 
are Certain people in Pasadena who 
maintain their popularity ‘by dispens- 
ing intoxicants, and others who main- 
tain theirs by winking at the offense, 


nd so long as this combination ex- 


igts, and exists for selfish ends, just 
so long no steps will be taken to sup- 
press the “clubs” and other places of 
the sort whose proprietors, by their il- 
licit business hold out inducements to 
customers to frequent their places, and 
put Sonest restaurant keepers, who 
obey the law, at a disadvantage. 

A Marshal with one day policeman 
and one night policeman can hardly be 
empected to be ubiquitous, 
Qouncil keeps the police force reduced 
to a point where it can neither be. a 
credit to the city nor have the aibility 
to deteat infractions of the law. For

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


INDEPENDENT AND EXCHANGE AS- 
SOCIATIONS. 


Two Theories as to the Most Satis- 
factory Methods of Marketing 
Oranges The Exchange Loses 
Three Associations The Inde- 
pendent Gains Three. 


REDLANDS, Nov. 14.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Within a couple of 
weeks the shipment of oranges will 
begin, and a month from now the 
harvest will be well under way. 
Southern California will this year 
make no increase in its output of the 
golden fruit, if, indeed, it equals the 
amount shipped last season. The com- 
mon estimate for the season of 1896-97 
is 6000 carloads, whereas a normal 
crop would be about 12,000 carloads. 
This is the first season in the history 
of the navel orange when there has 
been anything like a general failure 
of the crop, and it is attributed to a 
couple of weeks of unseasonable hot 
weather last spring, followed by a 
wave of excessively cold weather, - the 
warm season starting the sap to flow- 
ing and the cold wave suddenly check- 


ing the sap, thus causing the fruit 
to drop. 

The heaviest shrinkage of the crop 
comes upon young groves, and conse- 
quently upon the newer sections, 
While Riverside will have fully 2000 
carloads, a shrinkage of about one- 
third from a normal crop, Redlands, 
Ontario, and a number of other locali- 


‘| tles will show a shrinkage of one-half 


from a normal crop, and Higniand, 
Rialto and other sections will show a 
shrinkage even greater. rn 

There seems to be no longer a doubt 
that the fruit will be marketed at 
very satisfactory figures. While a 
month ago buyers were approaching 
the growers very gingerly, of late, 
since the great revival of business fol- 
lowing the election, they have been 
very anxious to secure control of the 
crop, and coniracts for marketable 
navel oranges are being made all the 
way from $1.50 to $2 per box of sixty- 
five pounds, with proportionate prices 
for seedlings. The anxiety of the deal- 


ers to secure the fruit is taken as an. 
the. 


assurance of fair prices during 
season. In fact, careful students of 
the orange industry are greatly en- 
couraged, even surprised, at the 
marked improvement In the vutlook 
since election. : 

There Will be little change in the 
method of marketing. the fruit over 
that of last year. The exchange 
members ‘still adhere to their method 
of marketing through Mastern agents, 


and give. reason for believing their 


system to be the best method. Several 
local associations, not affiliated with 
the exchange, will continue to work 
on the f.o.b. principle, or as near that 
principle as possible, while abovt the 
usual number of growers will remain 
out of all associations and sell their 
fruit direct to packing companies. 

If one can judge the drift of events 
by a few indications, it would seem 
that the idea of independent awmocia- 
tions is gaining in favor, notwith- 
standing the fact- that through its 
nature no one jis conducting a campaign 
in its behalf. The Brockton Square As- 
sociation of Riverside and the High- 
land Association, heretofore affiliated 
with the exchange, have decided to 
work on independent lines this season, 
and there seems to be no indication 
of an effort to reorganize the Redlands 
Exchange Association, showing a de- 
crease of three associations in the ex- 
change. While the Redlands Independ- 
ent Association has in the past stood 
alone, it is this year joined bv the 
Brockton Square Association of River- 
side, the Highland Association and the 
Cucamonga Association, a new organi- 
zation of Orange-growers, showing an 
increase of three independent associa- 
tions for the year. While eac:: of 
these associations stands by itself, it 
is not at all impossible that they may 
‘work in harmony upon certain lines 
that are considered of mutual advan- 
tage. 

The point of divergence between the 
independent associations and the ex- 
change associations is the f.o.b. prin- 
ciple, the exchange members claim- 
ing that it is impracticable. while the 
independent associations claims that 
it is not only practicable, but much 
more désirabie. 

Still another point, and one which 
appeals to local pride, is the freedom 
of each locality to boom par.tcular 


fruit. The Exchange people claim that . 


all Southern California should work 
in harmony to promote the orange 
industry, and no one locality seek to 
build its own reputation at the ex- 
pense of neighboring communities. On 
the other hand, the independent as- 
sociations work upon 
that there is a vast difference in the 
Natural advantages of different sec- 
tions, and that each section must work 
out its own salvation, according to 
the natural law of the survival of the 
fittest. 
Between these divergent theories 
there seems to be no common ground 
for compromise, and the two ideas 
must work themselves out, as they 
have been doing for three or four 
years, until one.or the other is found 
acceptable to the whole people.

CO. L, N.G.C.. HAS AN EMERGENCY 
CALL. 


It Assembles Quickly and Marches 
to the Depot to Board the Train 
for Rivera—Buncoed by Tramps. 
Notes from Town and Country. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 14.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) ‘‘Los Angeles, Cal., 
Nov. 14, 1896.—Capt. S. H. Fin- 


ley, Co. L, Seventh Infantry, N.G.C., 
Santa Ana, Cal.: Assemble command; 
heavy-marching order; blankets, ball 
cartridges; one day’s rations. Take 
Santa Fé 5:48 p.m. train to Rivera; 
disembark; meet staff officer with in- 
structions. Report. John R. Berry. 
colonel.”’ 

The above telegram is self-explana- 
tory. It was received here by Capt. 
Finley at 1:15 p.m., and in a few min- 
utes after its arrival couriers were be- 
ing dispatched to all portions of the 
county with messages from the -c&ap- 
tain to the different members of the 
company to assemble at headquarters 
in Santa Ana immediately. Members 
of the company live in Anaheim, West- 
minster, Garden Grove, Newport. Tus- 
tin, El Modena and other points and 
they all had to be notified. This 
was the first work to be done and it 
was done hurriedly. By 2:15 p.m. the 
assembly call was made from the arm- 
ory when the orders were read to 
the assembled soldiers. Instructions 
were given by the company officers 
and the young soldiers at once set 
to work getting ready to leave on 
the evening train for Rivera, the 
point desigmated in the telegraphic 
orders from the colonel. Guns were 
polished up, cartridges were filled into 
the pouches and brass buttons and 
buckles were brightened. The quar- 
termaster of the company was not the 
most idle fellow in the lot either. He 
was here, there, and everywhere, 
gathering together rations for the 
soldiers, for even the boys in blue 
will not forget their appetites when 
they march to the front. , 

Later in the afternoon everything 
was made ready and there was time 
to spare before the train pulled out 
with the company. Fond good-byes 
were given even though the call was 
but an emergency one for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining how well the Na- 
tional Guard could respond, should 
they be called out at any time, and 
the young soldiers expected to re- 
turn with the sun of another day. 

The company has a membership of 
sixty-five, and out of this number 
sixty-one were in line as they marched 
to the depot, all presenting a sol- 
dierly appearance, with knapsacks, 
cartridge-boxes, and blankets thrown 
accross their shoulders. 

BUNCOED BY TRAMPS. 

A tramp is always ready to eat, and 
he is not always particular as to how 
he obtains his “‘grub,” either. Over at 
Alamitos a few days ago, where a large 
number of men are employed on the 
preliminary work of the new sugar fac- 
tory, the fact became apparent that 
the big company dat the head of the 
sugar factory was being buncoed and 
iby none other than a small army of 
hoboes.

The old reservoir east of town is to 


SANTA BARBARA COUNTY 


MASS-MEETING AT SANTA BARBARA 
TO DISCUSS THE CHARTER, 


Public Scutiment Appears to Be Al- 
most (nanimous in Favor of Its 
Adoption—Favor Unpaid City Of- 
cers and Low Tax Rates. 


SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 14.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) There wasa mass- 
meeting last Might called by the Board 
of Trade for the purpose of discussing 
the new charter, and for a time it 
seemed that political enthusiasm had 
reached a notch bigher than at any 
time during the national campaign. 
OChairman McDuffie, of the Board of 
Trade, presided at the meeting at Chan- 
nel City Hall last night, and stated 
to the Marge erowd that had gathered 
that the meeting had been called, not 
as a Board of Trade meeting, but for 


the purpose of hearing both sides of 


the charter question. 

C. A. Sterke, as first speaker, out- 
lined the history and conditions of the 
present charter, from its inception in 
1874 to the present time, showing that 
ihe city is practically without a char- 
ter anc subject to the Political Code. 
He also touched upon the fact that 
for many years the Mayor and Coun- 
cil had served without pay. 


Thomas, one of the framers of the new 


charter, was first to speak in its de- 
fense. He denounced as false the charge 
tat riders had been added to the new 
document for ithe ‘purpose of killing it, 
or for any other purpose, and affirmed 
that it represented mature delibera- 
tion and the honest opinions of the 
framers, after months of investigation 
and comparison with the charters of 
other cities of similar size, throughout 
the State. He is decidedly in favor of 
making the Chief of Police an appoin- 
tive office and subject to removal by 
the Mayor without tthe consent of the 
Council, stating among other reasons, 
that it fixed the responsbbility, thus 
insuring good government. He also 
favors tthe free service of Mayor and 
Council, stating that the city owes no 
one a living; that good citizens are 
ready and willing to fill those positions 
without compensation other than the 
‘honor attached to them, and that if 
here are any who do not wish to serve 
10ut compensation they need not 
run for the office. He stated that under 
the new charter the city would save at 
least $5000 per annum in salaries alone. 
He also discussed the 80 cents on the 
$100 tax limit, saying that would prove 
ample to meei all ordinary expenses. 
Judge Canfield followed and made a 
tabulated statement of the objections 
which he had heard made to the new 
charter, as follows: “Tt gives the 
Mayor 'to much power; it is too long; 
the Mayor and Council shouwld be paid; 
the 80 cents tax limit is too low.” He 
thought objectors ought to be able to 
state what ould ‘be omitted. In regard 
(to paying the Meyor and Council, be 
thought that if competent citizens are 
w_ ling to fill these posit ong without pay 
it is so much the better for the city. 
He regarded the increased power con- 
ferred upon the Mayor as a big im- 


utmost importance that the new char- 
ter be adopted now, and if it shoulé 
contain any serious mistakes they could 
be rectified two years hence. 

All the speeches so far were unquali- 
fiedly in favor of the proposed new 
charter, and an opposition speech was 
loudly called for. Capt. McNulta was 
called for and, mounting the stage, he 
announced himself as being uncompro- 
misingly opposed to this conglomera- 
tion of biases and prejudices. He eaid 
he was in poor voice, owing *o a cold 
contracted while visiting the c'ty’s 
water tunnel on Sunday last, and re- 
marked that work on the tunnel and 
other improvemets would necessarily 
cease under the new charter, because 
the 80-cent limit would not provide the 
necessary funds. Some of his, state- 
ments were objected to by Mr. Talant, 
who denounced them as “not true.” 
Hot words followed, and when Mr. 
Talant arose and attempted to talk 
he was stormed down by the audience 
and McNulta proceeded. He reviewed 
the life of the old charter and went 
back to England to prove the rotten- 
ness. that comes from unpaid public 
servants. He said the time nas ar 
rived when we should pay a fair price 
for every service, and urged the voters 
not to swallow this bait and let the 
water company, or railroad company 
or any other company, put those lit- 
erary gentlemen into public office, and 
by their mismanagement make our 
city government even more expensive 
than it is now. He said: ‘“‘What good 
is a tempting, appetizing dish set be- 
fore me, if, crouched in the center, are 
the elements of sickness, or some ven- 
omous poison?” Some one in the audi- 
ence asked: “What is that venom to 
which you allude?’ The’speaker an- 
swered: “The non-compensated Mayor 
and Council, if you please, and the 80 
cent tax limit and the two-thirds vote 
required to levy a necessary tax.” He 
stated that an attack had been threat- 
ened upon the proposed new water 
bonds and had caused his detention in 
this city when he had urgent business 
elsewhere. He then urged voters who 
must vote for the new charter to vote 
for alternative No. 2, which divides 
the city into seven wards and pro- 
vides for the election of one Council- 
man from each ward, but his parting 
advice to his fellow-citizens was to 
strike out the enacting clause. 

Judge Day was the next speaker. 
He said he had examined the new 
charter quite thoroughly, and had 
found some objections, but he realized 
that many conflicting interests had 
entered into the make-up, and many 
resolute minds had to be modified and 
concessions made. He is a member of. 
the present Council, and referred to 
the honor of the position as one of 
the things conspicuously wanting, but 
if there are those willing to serve for 
honor he is willing they should. He 
failed to see wherein the new charter 
would, in any way, interfere with 
present tunnel work, since the charter, 
if adopted, will not go into effect until 
1898. and by that time the tunnel ex- 
periment will have been completed. 
He feels sure that placing with the 
Mayor the power to appoint and re- 
move at will, the Chief of Police, is a 
step in the right direction. 

Statistics were quoted by Messrs. 
Taggart, Dawe, eld and other 
members of the committee of fifteen 
free-holders; to show that the new 
charter would save. the city several 
thousand dollars every year, and that 
the 80-cent limit on a present property 
valuation of $4,556,000, will furnish 
ample revenue, in conjunction with 
about $4000 in license collections, to 
meet ordinary expenses. Questions 
were asked and answered, and the 
meeting closed with a _ practically 
unanimous vote in favor of the new 
charter.
